MANY- HEARINGS 


.Routine Business Transacted at Last Meeting 
ol the City Government 


Numerous hearings occupied most of 
the time of the last meeting of the al- 
dermen on May 21st and notwith- 
standing another "ten minute" recess 
of over a half hour, the board ad- 
journed before ten o’clock. 

No one appeared on the matter of 
'telephone and Edison underground 
conduits in Hammond street, on peti- 
tions of the Norumbega Park Co. to 
enlarge its gasolene Ailing station and 
to Install a new Ailing station on Com- 
monwealth avenue, and the petitions 
were subsequently granted. No one 
appeared at hearings on petitions of 
Julia N. Hollingsworth to locate and to 
use a 4-car garage at 311 Newtonvllle 
avenue, Fred R. Hayward for a pri- 
vate greenhouse at 1547 Centre street, 
’Amelia B. Burnett for a 3-car garage 
on Crofton road, on the relocation of 
Charles street at Riverside road, and 
for the discontinuance of present and 
the establishment of a new building 
line at Auburn and Washington 
streets. 

John F. Grinin opposed the location 
of telephone and electric light poles 
on Waban street, and it was later 
.referred to a committee. Strong op- 
position developed to the petition of 
the Emergency Auto Repair Co. to lo- 
cate and to sell gasolene at 381 Auburn 
street. The petitioner, L. E. Grant, 
said he was a cripple with four chil- 
dren to support and he had Invested 
all his caiptal in this business. Ex-Al- 
derman Franklin T. Miller opposed the 
petition on the ground of Are hazard. 
Dr. F. E. Porter, a resident of the vi- 
cinity for 48 years, called attention to 
*tho neglected condition of this proper- 
ty and to the possible use of the street 
for auto repair purposes if granted. 
Mr. Will C. Eddy said the place was a 
"dump" and close to property where 
there were many children who would 
He menaced by such a Are hazard. Mr. 
Colon S. Ober also remonstrated. 

Mr. W. H. Bright and Mr. Joseph 
Temperley objected to petition of 
.Frank R, Miller to locate and use a 
4-car garage on Irving street. 

Mr. Drury’s chauffeur spoke in fa 
vor of the petition to store 280 gal- 
lons of gasolene on Hobart road. 

Mr. H. W. Orr opposed petition of 


E. P. Lowell for a gas station at 24G 
Walnut street and the petition was 
subsequently refused. 

Mrs. Romagnoll objected to the pro- 
posed widening of Auburn street near 
Greenough street. 

City Engineer Rogers explained that 
the proposed work on the Newtonvllle 
drain covered that portion from Laun- 
dry Brook to Adams street. 

Mr. A. W. Murray for F. S. Rogers 
spoke in favor of sewers in Tudor road 
and Monadnock road, ward 6. 

Harry B. Greene, Cabot street, Ho- 
mer B. Remick, Sharon avenue, and 
Edward H. Ashenden, Tudor terrace 
were drawn ns jurors for the criminal 
court at Cambridge, after the name of 
Alfred T. Hartwell had been placed 
aside on account of absence in Hono- 
lulu. 

M.ayor Childs’ invitation to members 
of the board to serve on his staff for 
the Memorial Day parade was ac- 
cepted. 

The Mayor’s recommendation for 
$5,650 for water mains was approved 
and his recommendation that $7,500 be 
used for resurfacing Walnut street be- 
tween the street railway tracks was 
referred.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


Ah a reHUlt of its intercRt and co- 
operation In making the recent "Clean- 
Up and Paint-Up Week" aa orroctlve 
fXH poBHlble In Newton, the Chamber 
1 h engaged in following up Heveral 
complalntfl regarding condltioiiR in 
specific locations in several , parts of 
the city. In following up these re- 
ports it has been found that most 
conditions were more or less tempor- 
ary in character, although some which 
have been loft by owners with the 
thought that they were to be tempor- 
ary had to all appearances become al- 
most permanent conditions because of 
the unpremeditated postponement of 
the "clean-up’’ until such time that 
they developed into an annoyance to 
those owning adjoining property. In 
most instances the owners have will- 
ingly agreed to correct conditions, 
the most freciuent reason offered for 
any seeming negligence being the lack 
of labor for work of this sort. There 
are yet two or three cases to be fol- 
lowed up by the Chamber and it is 
expected that these may be reached 
during the present week. 

The monthly meeting of the Build- 
ing and Development Division Com- 
inittee scheduled for the last Thursday 
of the month, has been postponed un- 
til such time as sub-committees ap- 
pointed at recent meetings have had 
time to develop their work to the 
point that they may report back to 
the parent committee. The special 
committee appointed to consider the 
advisability of seeking modification of 
the Newton Building Code has been 
awaiting copies of the present build- 
ing code, which were recently secured 
from the printer and are now being 
studied by the Individual members of 
the committee. Another .sub-committee 
appointed to confer with a special 
committee from the Civic Division is 
awaiting action by the latter body. 
'The postponed meeting of the Build- 
ing and Development Division Com- 
mittee will be called by the Chairman. 
G. Wilbur Thompson, w'hen w’ord is 
received that these tw’o committees 
are ready to make reports. 

Cards announcing the closing of the 
.Newton stores on Wednesday after- 
noons during July and August are be- 
ing printed and will be distributed 
during the next two weeks to those 
merchants and other business houses 
of the various villages who desire to 
co-operate in thi.s movement. It is 
expected that the response will be 
nearly unanimous on the part of the 
store keepers, practically all of whom 
are already in favor of the summer 
half-holiday but have, in previous 
seasons, failed to agree on a uniform 
schedule that might apply to all lines 
of business and in all of the several 
villages of the city. Many expressions 
of approval of the Chamber plan to 
make the closing schedule uniform 
have not only been receivetl from the 
merchants of the city but also, in sur- 
prising numbers, from the citizens of 
the city who welcome the opportunity 
to avoid the confusion that has re- 
sulted in previous seasons w’ith the 
various stores naming their own clos 
ing hours to suit their individual 
ideas and convenience.

NO SUMMER 107 YEARS AGO 

A Yarmouth lady has In her posses- 
sion a very old diary which contains 
the following article which will make 
Interesting reading for those who cot\i- 
plaln of the coldness of the present 
: season. The article appeared many 
! years ago In the New York Sun: 
i The year 1816 was known through- 
i out the United States and Europe ns 
Itho coldest ever experienced by any 
; person living. There are persons In 
j the habit of keeping diaries for years 
' and it Is from the pages of on old 
diary begun In 1810 and kept un- 
dlary begun In 1810, that the following, 
information regarding this year with- 
out a summer has been taken. Janu- 
ary was so mild that most persons ol- 
I lowed their fires to go out and did not 
burn wood except for cooking. There 
‘ were few cool days, but they were 
; very few. Most of the time the air 
; was warm and very springlike. 

I February was not so cold. Some 
I (lays were colder than any in January 
; but the weather was about the same, 
j March, from first to sixth was in- 
clined to be windy. It came in like a 
• small lion and went out like a very 
! Innocent sheep. April came in warm, 
j but as the days grew longer, the air 
j became colder, and by the first of May 
' there was a temperature like that of 
j winter, with plenty of snow and ice. 

In May the young binls were frozen 
•dead, ice formed half an inch thick on 
! ponds and rivers, corn was killed, and 
! the corn fields were planted again and 
j again, until it became too late to raise 
: a crop. By the last of May In this cll- 
, mate the trees are usually in leaf and 
: birds and flowers are plentiful. When 
I the last of May arrived In 1816 every- 
thing had been killed by the cold. 

June was the coldest month of 
; roses ever experienced in this latitude 
■ Frost and ice were as common as but- 
tercups usually are. Almost every 
reeii thing was killed; all fruit was 
destroyed. Snow fell ten inches in 
Vermont. There was a 7-lnch snow 
fall in Maine, a 3-lnch fall in the in- 
terior of New York State, and the 
same in Massachusetts. There were 
only a few moderately warm days. 
Everybody looked, longed and waited 
for warm weather, but warm weather 
did not come. It was also dry, very 
little rain fell. All summer long the 
wind blew steadily from the north In 
blasts laden with snow and Ice. Mo- 
thers knit socks of double thickness 
for their children, and made thick 
mittens. Planting and shivering were 
done together, and the farmers who 
worked out their taxes on the country 
roads wore overcoats and mittens. On 
June 17 there was a heavy fall of 
snow. A Vermont farmer sent a flock 
of sheep to pasture on June 16. The 
morning of the 17th dawned with the 
thermoneter below the freezing point. 
At about 9 o’clock in the morning the 
ow’ner of the sheep started to look for 
his flock. Before leaving home he 
turned to his wife and said jokingly: 
“Better start the neighbors soon: it’s 
the middle of June and I may get lost 
in the snow.’’ An hour after he left 
home a terrible snow storm came up. 
The snow fell thick and fast, and 
there was so much wind, the fleecy 
mass piled in great drifts along the 
windward side of the fences and out- 
buildings. Night came and the far- 
mer had not been heard of. His wife 
became frightened and alarmed the 
neighborhood. All the neighbors 
joined In the searching party. On the 
third day they found him; he was ly- 
ing in a hollow on the aide hill, with 
both feet frozen; he was half covered 
with snow, but alive. Most of the 
sheep were lost. 

A farmer near Tewksbury, Vermont, 
owned a large corn field. He built 
fires around the field to keep off the 
frost. .Nearly every night he and his 
men took turns In keeping up the fire 
and watching that the corn did not 
freeze. The farmer was rewarded for 
his tireless labors by having the only 
crop of corn in the region. 

July came in with ice and snow. On 
the fourth of July ice as thick as win- 
dow glass formed throughout New 
England. New York and some parts 
of the State of Pennsylvania; Indian 
corn, which in some parts of the east 
had struggled through May and June, 
gave up. froze and died. 

To the surprise of everybody. Aug- 
ust proved the worst month of all. Al- 
most every green thing in this 
country and Europe were blasted with 
frost. Snow fell at Barnet. 30 miles 
from London, England, on August 30. 
Newspapers from England stated that 
1816 would be remembered by the ex- 
isting generation as the year In which 
there wa.s no summer. Very little corn 
ripened in New England. 

There was great privation and thou- 
sands of persons would have perished 
in this country had it not been for the 
abundance of fish and wild game. 


TAILS AND THEIR FUNCTIONS 


Different Reasone for Different Mov»- 
mente. According to Eminent 
Italian Professor. 

Anlnmls* tails have various func- 
tions, Prof. Giuseppe Uenato tells us 
in a published study of their uses, the 
New York Times states. The tall of 
u dog, says the proi'essor, Is, as we 
all know, an Index of Ids psycholog- 
ical state; he raises and wags it, un- 
der the Impression of joy, lowers It 
when afllicted and trails It between his 
legs when frightened. Why, then, may 
we not believe that dogs have a caudal 
language, and that the various move- 
ments of the tail form a method of 
commnntcation between them? 

The professor points out that among 
cattle and beasts of burden the tall Is 
a weapon of defense against Insects 
which. In the undomestlcated state of 
these animals, may often have meant 
the saving of their lives. He says that 
In the early struggle for existence In 
cattledom and horsedom the question 
of survival of the fittest was purely 
a matter of which had the strongest 
tall. This resulted In the development 
of the muscles of the cow and horse 
to a remarkable degree. 

When a horse la struck on the back 
with a whip It switches the spot with 
Its tall. The horse knows It Is a whip 
and not an Insect, but the reflex mus- 
cles of Its tall are .so highly developed 
that It Instinctively switches before 
the horse has time to telegraph to his 
brain and put In a stop order. 

A cow finds It less fatiguing to keep 
up a perpetual side to side motion of 
Its tall than to indulge In the nerv- 
ous, energetic one which the horse 
upon occasion employs. 


SHOW GREAT INTEREST IN MAN 


Lower Animals Believed to Look Upon 
Human Biped as Very Much One 
of Themselves. 

That animals look upon man as one 
of themselves, and not as an object 
entirely beyond their horizon, is evi- 
denced by the remarkable interest and 
curiosity regarding him and his do- 
ings shown by wild creatures, and by 
their desire to make friends with 
him as long as their confidence has 
not been met by rough rebuke and per- 
secution, which Is, alas I the usual re- 
sponse given by the destroyer of cre- 
ation to such friendly advances. 

It la our own fault only, if birds all 
the world over are not even now on 
the same footing of familiarity with 
us as were the birds of the Monte 
Alverna when St. Francis of Assisi ar- 
rived there; or the olrds of the Falk- 
lands and the Galapagos Islands when 
Danvln visited them ; or as the birds 
of southern Mon)/rco are at the pres- 
ent day, or were, at least, under Mo- 
hammedan rule, a few years ago. 

But even birds, which have learned 
at their cost that to come within reach 
of man la an infinitely greater risk 
than to approach a wildcat or a snake, 
will still, when they believe them- 
selves iinol).served, and while taking 
all neces.sary precautions, often give 
way to the feeling of curiosity with 
which the appearance of the long 
bli)ed In unexpected localities and on 
unexpected occasions inspires them. — 
Hans Coudenhove in the Atlantic 
Monthly.

Curious Apparatus. 

The Zeiss optical works at Jens 
have put out a rather curious form of 
apparatus. A so-called Iron arc — that 
Is, an electric arc with Its carbons Im- 
pregnated with salts of iron, giving 
out a light rich in ultra-violet rays — 
is used with screens, so as to cut off 
all the heating and luminous rays, 
leaving none but ultra-violet invisible 
radiations. In these pure ultra-violet 
radiations nearly all substances fluor- 
esce, and the light they give out Is 
greatly affected by tlie degree of their 
purity, thus providing means of ex- 
amining the chemical puvity of sub- 
stances.

sheeperaft ns one out of many of the 
employments of mankind. As soon as 
the natural shepherd-life had found an 
objective setting In conscious artistic 
literature. It was felt that there was, 
after all, a difference between hoeing 
turnips and pa.sturing sheep ; that the 
one was capable of a particular lit- 
erary treatment which the other was 
not. — W. W. Greg. 


STRENUOUS KIND OF SPORT 

Angling With Rod and Lino for Sword- 
fish Can Bo Quarantood to 
Furnish Thrills. 

Swordfish Ing for brondhill swordfish 
with rod and reel no doubt heads the 
list of the most strenuous kinds of 
angling. This remarkable form of 
sport has been practiced for a number 
of years on Iho Pacific coast In the 
neighborhood of Santa Catalina Island 
and to a less extent, and more recent- 
ly, along our own Atlantic seaboard. 
In many respects It Is the most fasci- 
nating of all forms of fishing, C. K. 
.Stillman writes In the Health Builder. 
There Is considerable dllllculty In find- 
ing the prospective victims ns they 
swim or flout solitary near the sur- 
face of the sen, and more yet when 
found In persuading them to bite. 
Once hooked, the swordfish la a very 
resourceful antagonist and hard to 
keep on the line. The angler never 
knows what la going to hapi)en next 
and Is never entirely free from appre- 
hension that the fl.sh may attack his 
boat. No fishing Is more productive 
of super thrills and of grievous dlsnp- 
pointmenfs. To the swordfish angler 
the landing of one fish is a season’s 
triumph. Many have gone out year 
after year for swoidflsh without suc- 
cess, but they keep on doggedly In the 
knowledge that a lucky turn of events 
may at any moment bring achieve- 
ment. 


PERIOD WHEN WOMEN RULED 


By Far the More Important Sex In 
Early Days of the World, Is Re- 
cent Statement. 

Recent research, by some French 
professors, into tho ways of women of 
a hundred thousand years ago, have 
given an unexpected jolt to precon- 
ceived ideas. Now the professors de- 
clare that woman. In tho days of our 
cave-dwelling ancestors, was regarded 
as of the more important sex. Men 
held a secondary position, tolerated 
for the sake of tho food and skins pro- 
vided. Women ruled, and were the in- 
ventors of the earliest arts and sci- 
ences. It was the woman’s ingenuity 
which devised snares for animals and 
made plans for storing food against 
times of scarcity.

If 
encouraged in this work they will com- 
plete the book when they are grown 
up, and will have not only a book of 
much Interest and information, but will 
have a liking for history (history 
which will be real and concrete to 
them), not developed so easily by any 
other method. 


Love of Trees. 

Love of trees is almost a religion to 
the Jugo-Slav peasant. The new king- 
dom of the Serbs, Croats and Slovenes 
boasts some of the oldest forests In 
the w’orld. During the Middle ages 
wood fnuu the provinces east of the 
Adriatic was exported to Venice, where 
it was made into ships, and furniture, 
and cabinets — some of the far-famed 
works of art that huve survived the 
early renaissance. 

One of the native picturesque cus- 
toms deals with the choosing of a tree 
for a yule log at Clirlstmas time, says 
the Detroit News. Without this yule 
log, or “badnjak," as It is known in 
(^ovenln, no Christmas Is complete 
and no family Is too poor to have one. 
The first chip that files when the tree 
Is being felled is placed In the milk, 
the beehive, tho hen roost, anywhere 
that the housewife especially desires 
prosperity. In some regions the chips 
of the badnjak ar'> all gathered up 
and pre.sented to members of the fam- 
ily and to the animals of the farm. 


President Tyler's Love Affairs. 

John Tyler, tenth President of the 
United States, was married twice, and 
In each case It was a marriage of af- 
fection.

Vnniinl Meeting of the Mnssnohnsetts 
Slate Federation 


Weather conditions nnd comfort- 
able surroundings play a very large 
part in the impresBlon which one 
takes away from any convention. No 
matter how inspiring the addresses, 
or how full of good w'ork accomp- 
lished are the reports of department 
activities, somehow' creature comforts, 
or discomforts, will persist to make 
or mar the remembrance of past con- 
ventions Nothing truly impresses 
an old attendant upon State Federa- 
tion annual meetings more than the 
grow’th of the wrork. From a simple 
one day’s meeting, when there was 
time even for a roll call of the clubs 
represented, to the dignified three-day 
convention with the Australian ballot 
and regular voting appurtenances Is 
far cry. Certain of the annual 
meetings stand out particularly in 
the memory, — Templeton with perfect 
June weather and the delegates housed 
under the hospitable roof of the 
Templeton Inn; Great Barrington 
and the beautiful mountain country, 
but rain pouring down In torrents; 
Marlon with bright skies and the 
tense excitement of the suffrage 
resolution; South Hadley and its 
tropical heat; Plymouth, when the 
wind blew from the East until the 
delegates nearly perished with the 
cold; New Bedford and hospitality! 

And now* Swampscott has come and 
gone. Bright skies, the radiant blue 
of the ocean, and the tender green of 
the country conspired to make an in 
delible impression upon the minds of 
the upwards of 2000 women who were 
there for the annual convention of tno 
State Federation last w'eek. With the 
majority of the delegates under one 
roof there is an atmosphere not pos- 
sible when the women are scattered 
here and there. This alone does much 
to make the delegates take home the 
spirit of "best ever." The New Ocean 
House is an ideal place for such 
gathering and no wonder it is a popu- 
lar place for conventions. The huge 
garage is easily transformed into an 
ample convention hall, though in 
some aspects it recalled the Armory 
in which the General Federation met 
for the .New York Biennial, — built to 
conceal sound, but on the whole the 
delegates had little trouble with the 
acoustics. 

With flags flying and sails set the 
convention opened promptly on the 
dot with Mrs. Grace M. Poole, the 
president, presiding, as she did at all 
the sessions, leaving the chair but 
once, when she wished to speak to a 
question. Never did "America the 
Beautiful" ring out with greater fer- 
vor and never was the flag saluted 
with more reverent hearts than at the 
opening on Wednesday afternoon. 

After a few w'ords 0[ greeting from 
Mrs. Poole the meeting was quickly 
down to business. The officers 
turn presented their reports, as did 
the special committees, badge, meet- 
ings, and press; three department 
chairman. — Art, Literature, and Mu 
sic, — and four of the district directors, 
That evening session brought 
the delegates a review of the Council 
meeting of the General Federation 
givn ably by .Mrs. Arthur D. Potter, 
the fourth vice-president. Violin music 
l)y Mr. E, Craw'ford Adams and an ad 
dress by Dr. Tehyi Hsieh of China, 
completed the evening's program. Dr, 
Hsieh reviewed the great changes 
through which China has passed, 
which have now brought that country 
"Face to Face with the West.” "It is 
our hope," he said, that China shall 
be the greatest asset rather than any 
menace to the world as a result of the 
study of homes In America. He is an 


entertaining speaker, has a keen sense 
of humor, and a most remarkable 
command of English. 

Thursday w'as a full day with fur- 
ther reports of depnrfments, of dis- 
trict directors of the credentials coin- 
mitteo the presentation of new clubs, 
and the election. Since many of these 
reports will be found In the fourth- 
coming Manual In ample season for 
club delegates to cull from for their 
reports, space is lacking to do them 
adequate justice here. Sufllco It to say 
that each department Is working to 
emphasize prevention along many 
linos, to do good, to arouse women 
[I sense of their responsiblltiy In 
civic matters, and to help at length 
to bring about a w’orld peace. 

Play evening was enjoyed to the 
full on Thursday with a delightful 
program of songs by Marla Condc. of 
the Metropolitan Opera Co., and recita- 
tions by Katherine Tift Jones, w'ho 
took her hearers delightfully back to 
nature through her recital of Poems 
of the Out-of-Doors by some of the 
new' poets. Her presentation of the 
Old South" through stories of her 
own Georgia home and the darkles 
upon the plantation were altogether 
charming nnd appealing. Following 
the program the delegates returned to 
the hotel where a reception was hold, 
Mrs. Poole, together with the other 
officers, forming the receiving line. 

Friday morning with results of the 
election announced, nnd the reports 
of the election announced, and the re- 
ports completed, various Items of biisi- 
cleared from the slate, the new of- 
ficers presented, the convention came 
to a close.

Gleanings from the Business 


Financially, the Federation Is In 
good condition, having a l>alance of 
$1840.65, with which to begin the nowr 
year, practically the same as that of 
last year. In the last two years more 
than $2500 has been contributed to 
the General Federations Hedquarters 
and nearly $4,000 for the Julia Ward 
Howe Memorial. For the first time 
the Income of the State Endowment 
Fund has been available for the use 
of the committees. The Fund stands 
at present at $25,795.91. 

Through the questionnaire sent out 
by the president it was learned that 
about $84,000 has been given by the 
230 clubs which sent in returns, to all 
sorts of good causes. 

The Federation went on record as 
favoring better music and asking the 
clubs to work tow’ard making music 
vital part of every community activi- 
ty. It re-affirmed its position relative 
to the enforcemnt of the 18th amend- 
ment; it recommended to the clubs 
the study of he international siuation 
and of the problem of substituting 
law for war; it approved the program 
of penal reconstruction adopted by 
the General Federation at Chautau- 
qua, and voted to continue work for 
legislation providing for the examina- 
tion and classification of all convicted 
prisoners. A resolution was also 
passed urging the Commissioner of 
Public Works to remove the bill 
hoards from the already existing 
scenic highways; to establish more 
scenic highways and to make rules 
for the proper control and restriction 
of bill boards on hlghw'ays. 

An amendment to the by-laws was 
passed making the chairman of de- 
partments and the General Federation 
director members of the executive 
board with voting power. 

Speakers from the outside included, 
Richard H. Dana, who made a plea for 
"The Effective and Economic Admin- 
istration of Public Affairs,” claiming 
that twenty-five percent of govern- 
ment employees might he eliminated 
and seven or eight hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars saved thereby, — some- 
thing that appeals to the moral sense 
of the people. Charles L. Withrowr, of 
the National Budget Commission, 
spoke in the interest of national bud- 
get making, saying that the time has 
come when the government should be 
taken out of politics and placed on a 
business basis. 

Greetings were received in person 
from Mrs. .Murray Stanley of the 
Florida Federation, and from "Miss 
California,’’ in the per.son of Miss Sll- 
vey-Pearle Tinsler, who is spreading 
the propaganda of the good things of 
California, and through a telegram 
from the New Hampshire H'ederatlon. 

Mrs. Poole in her closing address 
advised the clubs to do a little bouse 
cleaning occasionally, and if any com- 
mittees seem not to be needed or not 
to function, to change the line of 
work.

The membership of the Newton 
’haniber of Commerce passed the 
1400 mark early last week and now 
nnmhers 1430. A contlnous effort is 
being made to maintain a steady and 
conslstant Increase In the Chamber 
membership. In accordance with the 
carefully developed plan of the mem- 
bership committee. It is hoped that 
this may he continued In such a way 
as to Insure a total of two thousand or 
more members before tho close of the 
present week. 

Newton now leads the several vil- 
lages In the membership standing with 
total of 237, Newton Centre is In sec- 
ond place with 221, while Newtonville 
Is but one behind, with 220. Waban 
Is next In line with 211. West Newton 
has 188, and Newton Highlands now 
has 113, Chestnut Hill has also passed 
the hundred mark, 101 of the citizens 
of that section now being members of 
the (!hnml)er. 

One of the most gratifying features 
of the Chamber development during 
the pa.st six weeks has been the sub- 
stantial Increase In business member- 
ship which now number more than 
300. Of this niimlier, 42 have become 
members of the (Chamber since April 
The publication of Newton Pro- 
gress, the development of plans for 
the Newton Credit Rating Bureau, 
and the various new activities of the 
Mercantile Division Committee, have 
resulted in a gratifying Increase of 
Interest on the part of Newton busi- 
ness men and a general spirit of co- 
operation which Is having a marked 
Influence on the development of the 
Chamber work during the present 
year. 

After two months of consistent ef- 
fort and a large amount of detail 
work the Chamber of Commerce 
special committee appointed to pre- 
pare the draft of a traffic ordinance 
for Newton, at the request of the Al- 
dermanic Traffic Committee, has com- 
pleted its w’ork and the completed 
draft of the proposed ordinance has 
been forwarded to Alderman (Jeorge 
H. Grel>enstien. chairman of the Al- 
dermanic Committee. 

The Chamber committee has held 
several meetings since Its organization 
and has made an extensive study of 
the traffic ordinances operative in 
other cities, particularly the larger 
cities In the State including New Bed- 
ford, Fall River, Worcester, Spring- 
ffeld, Salem. Cambridge and Boston. 
It has also had the assistance of ad- 
vice from experts well versed in traf- 
fic conditions who have made a study 
of this fast growing problem and the 
various methods of meeting it in 
cities. 

With this foundation and the knowl- 
edge of how’ traffic prolilems have been 
met in other cities, the Chamber com 
mittee has been able to prepare an 
ordinance for this city which should 
he a model in all of its regulations. 

In order to secure first hand in 
formation of the individual problems 
of the several villages, chairman of 
the Chamber’s committee called 
meeting of the Presidents of the Vil 
lage Improvement Associations, 
plained just what information was de- 
sired as to conditions in their villages 
and asked that they, through their 
associations, ascertain their traffic 
problems and report back to the 
Chamber’s committee for inclusion in 
the proposed ordinance. 

Reports were received from nine of 
the eleven villages. While none of the 
villages have many recommendations 
for corrective regulations all of the 
most troublesome traffic problems 
were reported with comprehensive 
recommendations for their remedy. 

Specific regulations relative to park 
ing and one way streets have been 
worked out with advice from the Im 
provemnt Associations and included 
as sections of the ordinance which has 
been submitted. 

Among the streets on which it is 
proposed that the parking of vehicles 
be regulated are Commonwealth Ave- 
nue, where it is recommended that 
parking he prohibited on the north 
side of the south drive throughout the 
entire city. Restrictions recommended 
by .Newton Centre apply lo the south 
side of Beacon street from “Langley 
Road, to Centre Street, all of Centre 
Street between Homer Street and Com 
monwealth Avenue, and a time limit 
is recommended for parking on Com 
nionwealth Avenue, on the north side 
from Centre Street, to Read Court, 
and on the south side from Centre 
Street to Irving Street. 

In Newton reconiinendations made 
by the Newton Improvement Associa 
tion would limit the time of parking 
to twenty minutes In the business 
district around Nonantuni Square 
making boundrit<s from the Washing 
ton Street R. R. Bridge to Bacon 
Street on Washington and from Pearl 
Street, to Centre Place, on Centre 
Street. It is also proposed that park 
ing be restricted on Channing, Elm 
wood. Pearl and Hall Streets, and that 
Hall Street, he made a one way street 
for traffic travelling in a soiitherl: 
direction from Washington Street lo 
Centre Street. 

Only two parking regulations ar 
proposed by the Improvement Associa 
tion for Aiiburndule which would re- 
strict parking on the south side of 
Auburn Street, between Grove Str 
nnd the Boston and Albany R. R 
Bridge nnd the other to restrict park 
ing on the northside of Common 
wealth Avenue, between Lexington 
Street and Melrose Street. 

Recommendations for Waban In 
elude a regulation against parking to 
bo made operative on the southeast 
side of Beacon Street, from number 
1580 to Waban Avenue. 

Among tho numerous suggestions 
which uro made by tho committee for 
the improvement of traffic conditions 
throughout tho city is u proposal to 
have the city widen Union Street. In 
Newton Centre, between Langley 
Road and Beacon Street, to a widtli 
of ten more feet on tho park sido. 

The necessity for some signaling de 
vice at the Junction of Beacon and 
Centre Streets. Newton Centre, has ul 
so been considered and suggestions 
were received by tho committee that 
It recommend the establishment, by 
tho city of a safety Island at this point 
It was, however, the belief of the com 
inlttee that an Islam! at the junction 
would take too much space from the 
traveled roadway and it was tluully 
decided that recoinuiendations would 
bo made to establish a Beacon light ut 
this point.

Lloyd of New- 
ton, Chief of Police Bernard F. Burke, 
Walter B. Rnndlett, Chief of the Fire 
Department; Street Commissioner 
George E. Stuart, and Henry C. Rob- 
bins, former president of the Waban 
Improvement Society. Philip Nichols 
of Newton acted as legal advisor for 
the committee.

MIL SALTONSTALL HONORED 

The late Endlcott Peabody Salton- 
stall, former district attorney for Mid- 
dlesex County was paid a high trib- 
ute of affection and regard at a meet- 
ing held last Saturday In the Suffolk 
Court House In Boston before the full 
bench of the Supreme Court. The 
meeting was held under the auspices 
of the Bar Association of the city of 
Boston and was attended by n large 
number of Mr. Saltonstall’s friends 
and associates. 

Justice Henry K. Braley presided, 
and on motion of William G. Thomp- 
son a record of Mr. Saltonstall’s life 
and service to the Commonwealth, 
latterly as district attorney of Mid- 
dlesex County, was entered upon the 
records of the court. Mrs. Saltonstall 
and other members of the family sat 
on one side of the court room and 
there was a large and notable repre- 
sentation of the bar in attendance. 

The exercises .were opened by Mr. 
Thompson, who spoke most impres- 
sively of the distinguished lineage of 
Mr. Saltonstall, which had been rep- 
resented at Harvard University by nine 
generations; of the splendid Inherit- 
ance of capacity, honor and integrity 
which the lawyer had enjoyed; of his 
success before juries which his learn- 
ing and personality inspired; of the 
high sense of public spirit which led 
him to accept the appointment from 
the governor of the district attorney- 
ship of Middlesex, following the re- 
moval of his predecessor, of the ef- 
ficiency and faithfulness with which 
he discharged those trj’Ing duties; and 
of the restoration of confidence in the 
office which his service commanded. 

Mr. Thompson was followed by 
Robert Homans, who referred to Mr. 
Saltonstall as a very attractive man 
and as possessing that very charming 
quality of great enthusiasm in all that 
he undertook; C. W. Blood, for seven- 
teen years a law partner of Mr, Sal- 
tonstall, who said that he never knew 
his partner to do a thing which might 
not be spread broadcast for the whole 
world to see and read; James C. 
Reilly, formerly assistant district at- 
torney of Middlesex, who said that he 
had never risen in the court room 
without having Mr. Saltonstall con- 
stantly before him as an inspiration of 
correct ethical standards; former 
Judge William B. Stevens of the Su- 
perior Court, who said he did not be- 
lieve Mr. Saltonstall ever committed a 
mean or dishonest act; Moorfield 
Storey, who found in the deceased dis- 
trict attorney an example of upright, 
vigorous, courteous administration of 
the law; Charles W. Eliot, president 
emeritus of Harvard University, who 
maintained that Mr. Saltonstall ‘should 
be remembered for his influence upon 
the legal profession in respect to the 
development and improvement of fam- 
ily life; and by Justice Braley, who 
said; "As we contemplate the lessons 
of his life we bid him hall, and not 
farewell, for ‘the light he leaves be- 
hind him shines al(jng the paths of 
men.’ ’’

Reported Finding of Yellow Metal 
Caused Intense Excitement in 
San Francisco In 1851. 

To S»n Francisco In Jaininry, 1851, 
cnine a tale that set even Its exclte- 
nicnt-Jaded pulses a*throb. nrlofly, 19 
prospectors liad proceeded In the steam- 
er Chesapeake toward tlie Klamath 
river, and near this stream the sea- 
shore for miles was composed — half, 
at least — of pure gold, writes lOugene 
Ounningham ' In Adventure Maga- 
zine. 

Digging was not required. One had 
only to raise ns much ns he wished of 
the golden sand from the beach. 
Small wonder that Sun Frunchsco went 
mad. Eight vessels prepared to sail 
for "Gold niuffs." 

Then the bottom dropped out. It 
was rumored first that the gold was 
mixed with black and gray sands; that 
because of Its exceeding fineness It 
could not be separated from the sand. 
Worse still, the sea wn.shed through 
huge piles of collected sand and fiood- 
tlde brought none of It buck. Work- 
ing "Gold Bluffs" promised a reversal 
of ordinary mining — gold went Into, 
Instead of coming out of, the ground. 
So the greatest excitement of the 
decade was done. But It was a ‘thrill- 
er" while It lasted.

An Inventor at Seventeen. 

One Saturday morning, more than 
60 years ago, writes Floyd L. Darrow 
in St. Nicholas Magazine, a man and a 
boy might have been observed stand- 
ing over a piece of pipe in a machine- 
shop In Schenectady, N. Y, The man 
was giving instructions to his fourteen 
year-old son, George Westlnghouse, 
Jr., as to how he wished this pipe to 
be cut Into pieces of a certain length, 
George had wanted to go on a hike 
with some other boys, but his father, 
u somewhat stem man, was assigning 
a task which, he assured the lad, 
would require all his spare time for 
several days to come. While his fa- 
ther had been talking, the boy had 
been thinking out a scheme to escape 
this drudgery. In a few hours be had 
rigged up a cc^blnatlon of tools which 
when attache to a power machine, 
automatically fed the pipe and cut It 
into the proper lengths. 

In this youthful incident we have 
the first glimpse of the wonderful In- 
ventive genius of one of the most ex- 
traordinary men that America has ever 
produced— George Westlnghouse. 


History of Vaccination. 

Smallpox vaccination, generally 
garded us a modern practice, dates 
back more than 2,000 years, according 
to Dr. W. O. McCoy, director of the 
Hygenlc Laboratory of the United 
States Public Health service. "When 
the ancients noticed that recovery from 
the first attack gave immunity from 
others,” says Doctor McCoy, "they be- 
gan Inoculating their fellows; first by 
exposing well persons to others ill with 
the disease and later by Inoculation.' 

Jenner, who Is generally conceded 
to have been the father of vaccina 
tlon for smallpox with cowpox, only 
"put vaccination on a rock where It 
would be immovable," explains Doctor 
McCoy. Records show that years be- 
fore Jenner’s time men had been vac- 
cinated with cowpox and then with 
smallpox to demonstrate their immu- 
nity. 


Rachel’s Tomb Jewish Shrine. 

Rachel’s tomb, about a mile from 
Bethlehem, Is a sacred shrine of the 
Jews. It Is the only spot of Old Tes- 
tament Interest to which the Jew 
have exclusive rights, and the chief 
rabbi of Jerusalem has the key to It. 
They assemble there from time to time 
for prayer. They do the same at He- 
bron, where the potrlarchs are burled, 
but In general they do not have ready 
access to the graves of their forefa- 
thers.

The statement has been made that 
Orockett tvrote this highly entertain- 
ing history of his own life . . . 
full of blunders In grammar and mis- 
spelled words.” although It had been 
revised and corrected by his more 
scholarly friends, “but the Britannlca 
speaks of It as ‘a so-called autobi- 
ography,’ which he very probably dic- 
tated or at least authorized published 
In 1834. A work purporting to be a 
continuation of this autobiography 
and entitled ‘Colonel Oockett’s Ex- 
ploits and Adventures In Texas’ Is un- 
doubtedly spurious." 

John Bartlett, In his "Familiar Quo- 
tations,” describes ‘‘Be sure you are 
right, then go ahead” as "the motto 
of David Crockett In the War of 1812.”

When Mammoths Roamed the Land. 

Mastodons and woolly mammoths 
were once as thick In New York as 
bison were on the western plains a 
century ago. according to Dr. Sherman 
C. Bishop, zoologist of th© state mu- 
seum. Although the mammoths were 
more closely related to the elephants, 
the only surviving members of the fam- 
ily, they were the first to become ex- 
tinct and probably passed off the scene 
w’hlle the mastodons were still thriv- 
ing. Skeletons of mastodons, mere or 
less complete, and some of them suit- 
able for museum mounting, have been 
found In about 100 localities In the 
state, the last one at Temple hill. 
Orange county. In 1921. The first was 
found In Columbia county, not far 
from Albany, In 1705. These huge mam- 
mals are believed ‘o have flourished 
about the end of the last glacial period, 
some 20,000 years ago. Their skele- 
tons are found generally In the marsh 
lands of those early days.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN 

West Newton Residents Object to Filling Station 
on Commonwealth Avenue 


If the past few meetlngH of the Al- 
derman are to be taken ns crlterlons, 
the numerous attempts being made to 
alter the Zoning Ordinance will pre- 
vent few dull sessions of the Board in 
the future. The outstanding feature 
.of the 11th regular meeting of the 
pre.sent Board, held last Monday night, 
was the hearing on the petition of the 
Colonial Filling Stations, Inc,, for per- 
mission to locate a building at the 
corner of Fuller street and Common- 
wealth avenue in connection with a 
gasoline filling station. 

Allen Hubbard, .Tr., speaking for the 
’ Colonial Company told the Aldermen 
that his company had purchased the 
land on the corner of Fuller street 
and the Avenue last fall, and had paid 
a large sum for it, with the expectation 
that a permit would bo granted for 
the erection of the proposed building. 
The building commissioner had de- 
layed granting a permit and In the 
meantime the Zoning Ordinance was 
passed, placing the district where the 
land in question is located in the 
Private Residence Zone. Mr. Hub- 
Vard referred to the expensive and at- 


tractlve structures which have been 
erected by the Colonial Filling Sta- 
tions Company in other loitallties, and 
hold that the building which would bo 
constructed on this site, would be an 
asset to the neighborhood, and a wel- 
come change from the old shed which 
has been standing there. 

He was followed by C. J. Mehigan 
whose family sold the land to the 
Colonial Company. Mr. Mehigan said 
"that his family was the only one 
living siiillclently near to the spot to 
he effected, and that he feared no un- 
desirable results as a result of the 
petition being granted.” 

Clarence L. Xewton of Lenox street, 
speaking for a number of objectors, 
said "that the Zoning Ordinance was 
passed for the purpose of preventing 
the perversion of residential districts 
by tbe intrusion of just such busi- 
nesses as the petitioners were en- 
deavoring to establish. That a gaso- 
line station not over a half mile to 
the east on Commonwealth avenue, 
and another filling station about one 
mile to the west, rendered the pro-

those present and introduced the 
speaker of the evening, Mr. Robert 
Lincoln O’Brien, editor of the Boston 
Herald. 

Mr. OBrien gave a most interesting 
talk on political and public matters, 
contrasting the political situation of 
thirty years ago with that of today. 
Ho pointed out that whereas, 30 years 
ago the national and state elections 
were usually determined by small ma- 
jorities in pivotal states, at present 
there are huge majorities, first one 
way and then another. This was not 
due, ho declared, to the increase 
population nor the advent of woman’ 
suffrage, each of which added about 66 
per cent to the nominal figures of 
generation ago, and which certainly 
did not account for a swing of 1,100 
000 majority for Harding in New York 
in 1920 and of 300,000 for Smith in 
1922. He believed the cause was most- 
ly due to the advent of the popular 
primary, which he declared had prac 
tically destroyed the old meaning of 
Republican or Democrat. Party fealty 
has been lost and we are now running 
I after the prima donnas. Political 
labels have ceased to have any mean 
ing and the importance of a party rep 
utation has been swept away. 

Tbe cbange has also affected the at- 
titude of the newspapers in political 
campaigns and they have adopted 
non-partnsan, easy-going policy to fit 
the general attitude of the public. 

While Mr. O’Brien did not actually 
say it, it seemed plainly manifest that 
he believed the former methods 
selecting party candidates by conven- 
tion and the maintenance of party 
priciples .should be restored.

On behalf of First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, of .Newton, we welcome you 
here this afternoon to hear a lecture 
on Christian Science. 

We are grateful to the management 
of this theatre that we were privileged 
to Invite you to this beautiful and 
commodious auditorium for such a 
purpose. 

These lectures were established by 
Mrs. Eddy some years ago, for the 
purpose of correcting adverse criti- 
cism and for educating the people as 
to the real purpose and mission of 
('hristian Science. 

Those of us who have been looking 
into ('hristian Science for a quarter 
of a century or more have no hesit- 
ancy In accepting its teachings as of 
unceasing benefit to humanity. 

In his defense before King Agrlppa, 
Caul said: “Why should it Ik; thought 
a thing Incredible with us, that God 
should raise the dead?" So we may 
say today, why .should it be thought 
a thing incredible with us, that God 
should heal the sick? The same power 
of God that was here and healed more 
than nineteen hundred years ago, is 
hero ttKlay to heal, lo save, and to 
bless mankind. 

The gentleman who will speak to 
you is a member of the Board of Lec- 
tureship of The Mother Church, The 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, in 
Boston, and because of his years of 
experience as a Practitioner, a teacher 
and a lecturer will have something 
of worth-while interest to say to you 
on this subject. 

I. therefore, take great pleasure in 
IntrtMliicing to you Mr. Paul Stark 
Seeley, C. S. B., of Portlana, Oregon, 
who will now address you. Mr. Seeley 
spoke as follows: 

The Discoverer and Founder of Chia- 
tlan Science. Mary Baker Eddy, has 
written on page 428 of Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures the 
textbook of Christian Science, this 
important statement. “We must realize 
the ability of mental might to offset 
human misconceptions and to replace 
theni with the life which is spiritual, 
not material.” Christian Science 
shows men how to utilize mental 
might, or the power of God to destroy 
sin, heal disease, and understand 
eternal life. Its message Is therefore 
a healing and a loving message. It 
comes to tell of the goodness and love 
of God and to show how you and I 
may immediately henetit therefrom. 

I am going to begin the lecture by 
telling you of a healing w^hlch recently 
came to my attention, a healing which 
is a fair example of what is taking 
place wherever CMiristian Science is 
studied and faithfully applied. A lady 
living in Indiana began to have dlffl- 
culty with her lungs in 1917. Her 
cumlitioii became steadily worse until 
in the fall of 1918 she was compelled 
to give up her home duties and enter 
a santitarium, where she was placed 
in the tul)ercular ward. She continued 
to have medical attention until late in 
1919, all the physicians who diaguo.sed 
her difhculty agreeing that she had 
tulKTCuIosis in its advanced stage. 
They declared she had no more than a 
year to live. In the spring of 1920 she 
went to Utah hoping that the climate 
would benefit her. She was confined 
to her bed and could make no exertion 
without its bringing on severe 
hemorrhages. While in this condition 
a neighbor left with her a copy of 
Science and Health, explaining briefly 
the fundamental teachings of Christian 
Science. For a few days the book re- 
mained unopened. She had little faith 
that anything could cure her. The lady 
asked her hushund if he believed the 
book would help her. He said he knew 
nothing about it, but that Christ Jesus 
had healed without drugs many years 
ago. She began to read and ponder 
this little book. Her strength returned 
with what seemed astonishing quick- 
ness and within less than a week she 
was able to leave her bed and resume 
her household duties. Within a month 
every symptom of the disease had dis- 
appeared, never to reappear. This lady 
very recently suhnillted to a severe 
medical examination and no trace of 
the disease was to he found. 

Ill bringing this healing to your at- 
tention I would emphasize tho point 
that a disease regarded as a most seri- 
ous malady was completely healed 
through the change of thought brought 
about in the patient’s consciousness 
by the reading of Science and Health. 
This fact naturally leads the inquirer 
to ask. What was the nature of the 
change? What does this textbook of 
l^hrlslan Science teach that so power- 
fully affects the thought and condition 
of men! In the short time we are to 
he together I shall endeavor to answer, 
in some measure, these questions. 


another mind which fills the conscious- 
ncHH of men with fear, hate, selfish- 
ness, sin, and disease. If evil’s claim 
to place and power is legitimate all 
thought of progress and deliverance 
must be ahandon(*d, and we must ac- 
cept the works of evil, sin, disease, hat- 
red and war as effacing the work gf 
God and find ourselves without effect- 
ive means to overthrow them. But is 
evil’s claim valid? Christian Science 
answers with a positive NO. 

The Nature of Evil 

When talking with a group of his 
countrymen In Jerusalem one morning 
some two thousand years ago, Christ 
Jesus drew a very definite line between 
the devil and God. He told them blunt- 
ly. “Ye are of your father the devil.” 
He was desiring to awaken them to 
their wrong state of ml ml which was 
filled with thoughtH of pritle, self- 
rlghtcnusncss, selfishness and so on. 
They had been boasting that God was 
their father, but Jesus contradicted 
them with the statement, “If God were 
your father, ye would love me,” (John 
VIII, 42). In other words, if you were 
expressing the Mind that is G(k 1 you 
would see and love the good which 1 
express. The word Father, so often 
used by Jesus, is another name for 
God. the parent Mind. His opponents 
were accepting evil as the source of 
their thinking, so accepting the devil 
as their father, or starting point, for 
there is no devil, but evil mentality — 
the carnal mind. Then Jesus went on 
to explain to them that the devil or 
evil does not abide in the truth for — 
to use his own words — ‘he is a liar, 
and the father of It.’ (John 8, 44). 
Here is an uncovering of the nature of 
evil, a false state of mind with no 
more substance than a lie, for it Is 
nothing hut a He or liar. 

Jesus, however, never said that they 
could not he rid of this wrong-minded- 
ness. Just the opposite, for he said. 
“If ye continue in my word, then are 
ye my disciples indeed; and ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free.’’ (John 8, 31-32). This 
word was his correct teaching and 
thinking, thinking not merely about 
God, but accepting God’s thoughts. To 
continue in this word would be to fol 
low in the same mental processes that 
Jesus used, accepting no Father, hut 
divine Mind and ever entertaining the 
thoughts which manifest this Mind. As 
all men come to think only the thoughts 
which are good we shall all he wit- 
nesses and ambassadors of God, to use 
the words of Paul, and evil will be cast 
into its utter nothingness. There is but 
one way to destroy a lie, he it small or 
great, and that is to become conscious 
of the truth. Jesus aflirmed this when 
he designated evil a lie and said the 
way to be free from it is to under- 
stand the truth of being.

God Is Mind 

('hristian Science teaches that God 
is Mind. The very corner-stone of 
Christian Science Is that man is not 
separate from God. He is united to 
God. He is linked to Deity. But how 
can this be? Have you ever stopiK'd 
to consider where your good thoughts 
come from, your right desires, and 
high Ideals? You do not originate 
them yourself. You aceopt them as the 
correct expression of being, hut their 
origin is greater than yourself. Chris- 
tian Scienee shows us that this source 
of ail gO(Hl thoughts is tho ouo Mind, 
named God. Since God Is Mind He is 
as near us Mind is, and Mind is always 
present here and everywhere. Man is 
linked to God l>ecuuse his true in- 
dividuality is tho expression of GimI. 
Mail lives to express God. Could he 
have a grander destiny! As this foun- 
dutionul fact thut God and man are in- 
separably united in being, thought, ami 
action liecomes more fully understood 
it brings to us thut sense of life in 
which health is natural, und harmony 
und happiness tiie only order of being. 

It is. of course, apparent thut what 
we term the devil or evil opposes the 
supremacy of good, denies that man has 
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We all need to let go of the mistaken 
sense that man Is but a few pounds of 
llesh, blood, and hone.s with a mental 
motor inside. He is something far 
more substantial and Godlike than 
that. When we look into a mirror we 
believe we see ourself, but we do not, 
and how fortunate it is tliat the pic- 
tur we see is not our true self. Said 
Bishop Foster. “No man living hath 
yet seen man.” What we see in the 
looking glass is l)ut the mortal or 
wrong sense of selfhood, a burlesque of 
our eternal self. This perishable sense 
of self is gradually uliandoiiod, as Je- 
sus showed us. tlirough the realization 
of the actuality of spiritual life and 
spiritual manluKxl. the expression of 
God. 

(iod Is Very Near 

Where do we tlnd God? Right where 
Elijah did. in tlie still small voice 
deep down in our hearts. It is here 
that right desire speaks, it is here that 
we feel the prompting of Truth and 
Love, the guiding liand of God, that 
would turn us from evil and hate, 
from sin and tlisease, would we Imt 
listen and obey. It is right here, iin 
seen and unheard by the world, that 
mortal selfishness, pride, fear and all 
wrong-mindedness must lie placed on 
the altar of sacritlce. Our relation to 
God is discerned when we see witli 
Paul that it is Gt)d who worketh in us. 
that governs our thinking, “to will 
and to do of His good pleasure.” (Phil, 
2. 13). Surely the activity of the 
Mind that is God is more apparent 
than ever lH*fore in the consciousness 
of men and nations. What hut this 
Mind could league together more than 
two 8(K)re nations in co-operative eii 
deavor for the world's good, bring 
about the Washington Conference with 
its far-reaching results, and establish 
an international court of justice where 
the disputes of nations may he settled 
and international law he lirought more 
fully into accord with the universal 
law of God. 

The story is told of a street urchin 
who one day noticed an aged woman 
tending an apple cart on the street cor- 
ner. An evil tht)ught whispered to 
him, “You can steal an apple without 
lieing cauglit.’ and he did so. The next 
day he passed that way again ami 
again an evil thought said, “You did 
not get caught yesterday, steal anothe 
apple today,” hut another voice said, 
“What you did yesterday was not right. 
Do not do it again. Ho listened to this 
voice and went his way. The third 
day ho came that way and when he stiw 
tho aged apple woman a thought of 
kindness came into his heart and th< 
still small voice, unheard by the world 
said, ‘Why not do something that will 
help her today?” He listened and was 
glad to obey. When evening came, he 
wheeled her apple cart to her liumhle 
home, and his boyish heart was tllli 
with joy for he had done an unseltish 
act and listened to tlie voice of (iod 
Dur Fatlior-Motiier GimI is just as near 
to every one of us. How clearly tin 
parent Mind tells us of the nearness of 
Christ, Truth in tho inspired words of 
John, “Behold I stand at tho door und 
knock; if any man hear my voice and 
open the door, I will come in to him 
and will sup with him, und he with 
me.“ (Rev. 3, 20).

What you and I und our brothers 
think goes to make up the couscious 
ness of the world. How important tlnm. 


not only for our own but for the gen- 
eral good, that we have a right sense of 
Individual rejtponsiblllty. kJach one of 
us Is reBponsible to (Jod. The one fun- 
damental obligation which man owes Is 
to his GckI, to express God's thoughts. 
In every circumstance, transaction and 
relationship this obligation Is present. 
To be indifferent to it is to turn our 
imek on (loti and invite the tyranny of 
evil. 

Suppose the number five In mathe- 
matics could say, "Oh, I am just one 
little number. I do not amount to 
much. I’ll Just stop filling my place for 
a time." The whole order of mathe- 
matics w’ould then l>e upset. Or sup- 
pose the carburetor in an automobile 
could say, “I am just a little thing hid- 
den away under the hood. Not many 
see me. I will stop working for a 
week.” The automobile would then be 
useless. As each of these men has 
a place to fill, so each individual man 
has his place and part In God’s univer- 
sal plan. Our responsibility is to be 
what Paul termed “the children of 
light,’* letting our thoughts and words 
manifest the light which is Mind, or 
God. 

The owner of a radio telephone re- 
ceiving apparatus may by a slight 
movement of a knob, adjust his re- 
ceiver so as to receive messages from 
the sending statitm whose messages 
he considers most beneficial to him. 
So in the realm of thought the in- 
dividual may quickly adjust his think- 
ing (his receiving apparatus, if you 
will) to receive the good thoughts 
which God is always sending to man. 
When all listen only to the thought 
messages of God and never llsten-in to 
the messages of evil. sin. sickness, 
and fear will be without a place, and 
the kingdom of heaven will be found 
within our own thinking. 

Where To Begin 

Someone may ask, “Just how am I 
to begin to think the thoughts of 
God?” This is the same question that 
was asked by those who heard the 
words of John the Ba'ptist. They 
asked, “What shall w’e do then? 
(Luke 3. 10). And let us learn from 
John’s answer. “He that hath two 
coats, let him impart to him that hath 
none, and he that hath meat, let him 
do likewise.” In other words let those 
wlio wish to begin thinking aright 
lK?gin right where they are to show 
a spirit of love and consideration for 
their brother and share with him 
whatever gotxl has come to them. 
Then as the Bible story continues, 
some publicans, the ofhcials who col- 
lected the taxes, came to John and 
asked what they should do, and the 
wise answer was. “Exact no more 
tlian that which is appointed you.” 
In other words he just and honest 
with your brother in ail your dealings 
with him. Then some soldiers came 
with the same question and they were 
told to do no violence, to accuse none 
falsely and lx; content with what they 
had. Thus they were to begin by 
being servants of peace, not fomentors 
of strife and were to be grateful for 
the g(K)d that had come to them. So 
each one of us. no matter what our 
place or occupation, no matter how 
hard our way may seem to be. may 
begin right where we are to think 
aright. There is no other place to 
start from.

But how, says one, do you master 
the persistent suggestions of sin and 
sickness which sometimes press them- 
elves on your thought?

Myself and my works are the blend- 
ing of falsity and negation, but so 
long as man believes in me I work, 
wlien he awakes to my nature 1 tun 
done.

Itcsldo Him there Is 
no Life, no Mind, no power, t’rea- 
tion is llis expressitin, intliiito and 
good, and ail men live to manifest 
His being. His is the kingdom, and 
the power, and the glory forever. Thus 
is our conscibusnoHs freeil from sub- 
jection to error and brought into 
unity with Hod. Only as we learn 
mentally to asst'rt onr Ood-given 
rights shall we see them made mani- 
fest. 

Oierroiiiliig Kill 

If a (’hristian Scientist is confront- 
ed with what may lie called an in- 
herited disease how shall he think? 
in some such way as this, Man as 
God has made him is altogetlier good 
and has no fear of sickness or evil 
in any form. He derives his entire 
life fnmi (Jod and is thereforo natu- 
rally Ciodlike. The claim of evil, that 
it is miml and life*, the cause and 
condition of man la false. Matter has 
never made man and can never un- 
make him. for he Is ocpexistent with 
GcmI. Hvil’s assertion that it can 
Impose aicknc'ss on man tlirough the 
l)elic*f of liuman heredity is witlioiit 
divine sanction, justice, or riglit and 
cannot stand. SMnee God. .Mind, not 
matter, makes •and eonstltutoa man. 
man inherits only from God, good. 
Said John. “Now are wo the sons of 
God” (1 John :t. 2). And rani wrote 
to the Uomnns, "We are the children 
of God: and if children, then heirs; 
heirs of God. and joint-heirs with 
Christ." (Romans S, 16-17). This in- 
hc'ritance brings to man permanent 
health, happiness and well-being. 
Through the reali/ation of these facts 
of spiritual being the claims of evil 
are compelled to yield and give way, 
and the bodily condition becomes 
healthy and painless. 

Isiiiiih has written, "When the en- 
emy shall come in like a Hood, the 
Spirit of the Lord shall lift up « 
standard agaiiLst him." (Isa. Ml, lU). 

In other words when evil suggestions 
of sickness, discouragement, sin try 
to Hood our consciousness the Spirit 
or Mind which is God, will, if we but 
open the door of our thought to Him. 
fill our consciousness with a sen.so of 
the true life which God has appointed. 

'll Revelation Jolin depicts the great 
Iragon as cast out "iiy the word of 
their testimony.” Christian Science 
shows this to mean tliat the dragon 
of evil is cast out l)y letting our con- 
sciousnes.s bear constant testimony to 
the facts of God and His creation 
Sometimes the evil mind argues to 
us that we are out of our place or that 
we cannot find our place. The student 
of Christian Science would overcome 
such an argument by turning, in 
thought, at once to the order which he 
knows Gcd has appointed. In this or- 
der of wisdom and love each individual 
has his place and his part. Love pro- 
vides equally for all. No creature can 
be misplaced, displaced, or unplaced 
Fear, selfishness, and sin cannot be 
used by error to hide from man the or- 
der which God has ordained. No crea- 
ture can crowd out any other creature 
for each and all are made by God and 
must see and fill the plaice which His 
wisdom has appointed. Therein Is 
happiness and success. It is not 
question of where we would be, it is a 
question of where. God w'ould have us 
to he. When our motive is unselfish 
God w'ill work through us to direct us 
in wisdom’s patlnvay. "Her w'ays are 
w'ays of pleasantness, and all her 
paths are peace." (Proverbs 3, 17) 

You will see, 1 tliink, that the prac- 
tice of (’lirlstlan Science is but the 
displacing in thought of the evil and 
erroneous sense of life with the true 
and harmonious facts of tlie God-ap- 
pointed sense of life. It is simple In 
method, but it reciuires courage, hon- 
esty and perseverance. The rew’ard is 
great for the world know’s no joy com 
parai)lo with tlie unselfish joy of sin 
conquered, sickness healed, burdens 
lifted, through the understanding 
God. Hundreds of thousands are win- 
ning their mental victories over every 
form of sickness, discord, ami sin. You 
can do the same. 

The Mission of ( liiist Jesus 

Perhaps the w’ork of freeing our 
selves from material law’s may seem 
large undertaking. AVe may not he able 
to fold our tents and leave the deserts 
of w’rong tliinking in a night, Imt w’ 
can at least he on the move. Let us 
remember often that how’soever steep 
the w’ay may seem it has been 
plored before us by the Wayshower, 
(iirist Jesus, who nullified every iii: 
terial law and proved that individual 
man hy his right mental effort may 
and must ris<* from bondage in matter 
to his natural sonshlp witli God. 

We lose much if we think of Jesus 
IS altogetlier different from ourselves, 
The inatorlal body of Jesus was made 
of the sann* tleshly elements as yours 
and mine, Paul says that ho w’as 
temiited just as we are, but without 
sin. This must mean that evil argued 
to him just as it doe.-^ to us, lint he W’J 
wise enough to decline to helbw’c 
real. He knew’ too much about God 
accept it. His inodes of thought differed 
from ours only in that he understood 
more fully than wo tin; Fatherhood 
and Motlierhood of God and man’s di- 
vine sonshlp. Ho salil, "I am the w’ay, 
. , . . no man comet h unto the 

Father, hut hy me." (John 1 i, 6). What 
can this nuain? It means that only as 
we become at-one with the very men- 
ial processc-, which he showed forth 
do we find God and our wcll-hcing. 

Jesus was confronted as w’«‘ are with 
the persiutenl false claim that matter 
is cause and law’-giver for man, that 
it makes and destroys him, crlpjdes 
and blinds him, imposes all maiim r of 
iniufurtuneH upon liim and that the-re 
is nothing for liim to do hut suhmit to 
Its decree, lint here is tlie dlffi-reiice. 
He knew without a shallow of doubt 
tlial man does not have to submit. His 
(rlear undiU'Ktanding of tlie allness and 
Hupntinaey of God enabled him to real- 
ize that every element of matter, 
w'hether it was the water in tin; Sea of 
Galilee or the storm tossed air above 
it, the food for tlie multitudes, or the 
flesh and l»lood in the liodh of ailing 
mortals, Is .subordinate to divin'F in- 
telligence and impotent to liarin, limit, 
or de. troy Hie « reulion ami Hie creu- 
tur» of Goil. 

This lowly man of Nazareth lually 
uiiderstuod, di-spite all the contrudic- 
liuiiB of material “eusc, ihut "The king- 


dom of God Is at hand," (Mark 1, Ifi), 
that witliin tho ro.'ich of every Individ- 
ual’s apprehension Is tho true crea- 
lon, spiritual and divine, w’hich tho 
mpural, material sense of life never 
touches or Intrudes upon; that man’s 
rue seif is spiritual, transcending ma- 
terial birth and parentage, one with 
tho eternal Mind that is God. Fortified 
1th this understanding of eternal 
things ho could and ho did fearlessly 
face and destroy the w’orst that matter 
and mortality could claim. Tho dead 
ere raised, the so-called incurable 
healed, the hungry fed, and the price- 
less truth he taught protected for 
all time from the hatred of the 
orld. What then is the lesson 
for, you and me? Just this, that 
through tho power of mental might 
individual man may sot aside tho mls- 
onceptions of material sense and re- 
place them w’lth a healthier, holler, 
ruer expression of life and manhood. 
And lot us ever remember that Jesus 
Inlmed nothing for himself that we 
may not have. Ho obeyed tho same 
Mind that we must obey and spoke of 
■‘my Father, and your Father . . . my 
od. and your God." (.Tohn 20,17). He 
also declared that all who believed on 
him (that is, understood his teaching 
and hi.s method of thinking) should do 
tho w’orks ho had done. lie promised, 
too, that a fuller message of truth 
illed tho Comforter w’ould come and 
that it w’ould call to remembrance all 
that he had taught. Christian Science 
proving that it is the Comforter and 
that it is calling to remembrance all 
of his sayings, including the Imi\era- 
tive command, "Heal the sick." (Matt. 
10, S). 

Murj' Baker Eddy 

Christ Jesus spent the first thirty 
ears of his human experience prepar- 
ing for the years of his teaching and 
ministry. Mary Baker Eddy spent the 
first forty and more years of her hu- 
man life searching for that under- 
standing of God which would heal the 
ills of men. Christian Science was not 
discovered by chance or in a moment. 
On page 107 of Science and Health, 
Mrs. Eddy says, "In the year 1866, I 
discovered the Christ Science or divine 
aws of Life, Truth, and Love, and 
named my discovery Christian Science. 
God had been graciously preparing 
me during many years for the recep- 
tion of this final revelation of the ab- 
solute divine Principle of sciciitic men- 
iil healing." These years of prepara- 
tion had been years filled to tho full 
w’itli sickness, sorrow, and disappoint- 
ments. The arrogant human mind 
finds it dlfliciilt to understand why it 
W’as that the bearer of God’s great mes- 
sage W’as a quiet, gentle-mannered New 
England w’oman, for human reasoning 
ails to see the divine law’ and order 
expressed in Mrs. Eddy’s discovery. 
But He w’ho sent the message must 
needs choose the messenger and His 
w'isdom could not err. Beneath the gen- 
ie-mannered personality was a heart 
filled W’lth high resolve, a courage that 
never faltered, and a consciousness 
ever turning to God, listening to hear, 
willing to obey. No other w’as 
ready and no other could inscribe so 
w’ell tho divine utterance which Sci- 
ence and Health gives to men. 

We may praise God that the days of 
our misunderstanding of Him are end- 
ed through the lifew’ork of Mrs. Eddy. 
The longing of millions of earnest men 
and w’omeii to understand God has 
been satisfied. Before the leavening 
truth of Christian Science the walls 
of universal indifference and opposl- 
ioii to spiritual law are crumbling 
•Mary Baker Eddy has become the 
leader of a great army, the army of a 
new’ Israel, composed of those who 
have seen something of the vision of 
the Christ, the right idea of God and 
man. 'riils army is on tho march with 
songs of gladness and with weapons 
undefeatable. The objective is the 
.New’ Jerusalem, the city of God built 
w’ithout hands, eternal in the heavens, 
even the consciousness which unites 
men with eternal good and forever de- 
livers tliom from infinite evil. 

Like Christ Jesus, Mrs. hlddy dis- 
cerned that only hy its healing w’orks 
can a church justify its existence, 
Because the Christian Science church 
is bused on this unshakeable founda- 
tion it has withstood the most insidi- 
ous attacks aimed at Christianity since 
the time of Jesus. 


Mrs. Eddy has written, "Prido is Ig- 
uornnee, those assiitno most who have 
Mio least wisdom or experience. " This 
false sense Is sometimes hold and 
noisy, often-tlmoH silent, hut deep- 
rooted. It cltiiRS W’lth tenacity to prec- 
edent and custom and Is tho main 
prop for false education and cold In- 
tellectuality. 

Time and again did tho Master 
strive to uncover to tho proud Phar- 
isees and to his own follow’ers tho 
danger and obstacles w’hlcli prido of- 
fered to their spiritual growth. Once 
hen he was In Nazareth ho spoke to 
his tow’iispeoplo in tho temple. They 
were pleased with his manner and 
ords. But as Luke tells us, he per- 
ceived that they wore expecting him 
to heal their sick and he Immediately 
began to tell them what tho great ob- 
stacle was to their receiving tho heal- 
ing blessing. It w’as their pride. Ho 
reminded them that tho healing truth, 
hen It came In the time of Elijah, 
amo not to any of tho widows of Is- 
ael, hut unto a w'idow In Sarepta, a 
Ity of Sidon, a rank outsider accord- 
ing to the thinking of tho Jews. Again 
ho told them that when tho healing 
truth came In the time of Elisha it 
amo not to the lepers of Israel, hut 
to Naaman. the Syrian, a race regard- 
hy the Jew’s, as their inferiors. 
Then what happened, "When they 
heard theso things, they w'ore filled 
1th wrath,” (Luke I. 28) and they 
tried to kill him. Tho evil mind has 
not changed. It still covers its hide- 
ous emptiness with the cloak of pride 
and becomes enraged when told its 
ungodliness. 

Pride Is an outgrow’th of a w’rong 
sense of manhood. It assumes that, 
man Is somebody apart from God, that 
he can of himself be and do something. 
Tlie proud man believes ho accom- 
plishes hy his own ability, that he 
hew’s out his niche In the world and 
is entitled to be a little god in his 
self-created realm. The real purpose 
of existence ho has yet to discover. 
Whore his life comes from, his intelli- 
gence, his wisdom, his ability, ho has 
not yet discerned. Pride dulls our 
piritual understanding, starts fac- 
tions, divides brother from brother and 
blinds men to God’s presence and love.

posed station iinnerpssnry.” Mr. New- 
ton asserted “that If the Colonial’ Fill- 
ing Station should he built on the 
riverine at this point, not only would 
the immediate neighborhood suffer, 
hut that the sonili side of the avenue 
for a long dlstanm would be spoiled 
ns a desirable residential section. To 
allow a large filling station on such a 
dangerous curce, would be trafficking 
i nhuman lives.” 

Mr. Henry B. Day who served in the 
Boarri years ago, reminded the Alder- 
mf!n that when Commonwealth avenue 
was hiillt 30 years since, that severrfl 
resident.s of West .Newton Flill, includ- 
ing himself, had presented to the city 
a strip of land reaching from Prince 
to Temple street, and from 90 to 100 
feet in width. This land was given 
with the understanding that Common- 
wealth avenue wa.s to develop into a 
high class residential section. Any 
land along the avenue, sold by .Mr. 
Day and his colleagues had been re- ; 
stricted to lots of .30,000 feet or more, 
and to expensive re.‘^Idences. As a re- 
sult of these precautions Common- ! ; 
wealth avenue land had increased In ■ ^ 
value since 1893 from 1 cent to an : i 
average of 10 cents per foot, and hasN 
become a credit to the city of New- 1 1 
ton.” Mr. Day urged the Aldermen M 
to repoll these attempts to nullify the , ; 
Zoning Ordinance. , 

5Ir. .lohn M. Delano of Prince street i 
said “that the Colonial Company is ‘ 
now erecting a station on Beacon 
street. .Newton Centre. That if the 
other oil companie- were to become : 
eciually assiduous in building filling 
stations in tliis city, Newton would be . 
known in the future an the City of i 

Filling Stations.” j 

Mr. F. S. Blodgett of 288 Prince 
Street, told the Board that last Sun- 
day he had kept count of the autos 
passing the corner of Fuller street 
and Commonwealth avenue, and that 
.3r>7 cars had gone by in 13 minutes. 
He thought the corner one of the most 
dangerous on the boulevard ,and asked 
"Wliat would liappen if cars would ; 

attempt to cross into the filling sta- j 
tion with such a tremendous amount 
of traffic?” i 

Mr. 11. J. Robertson, who lives ^ 
across the .street from the filling sta- I 
tion site, said “that he had been kept 
awake nights by autos stopping at the 
small -Station now there. If a large 
station would be erected, he feared the 
neighborhood would be deprived of 
their sleep to a much greater extent.” 

A letter of protest was read from 
Mr. Henry Whitmore. Chairman of the 
I9aiining Board, in liehalf of the West 
Newton Men’s Club. 

-Mr. Hul)l)ard in rebuttal emphasized 
that the Colonial Filling Statioiis. Im.., 
were entitled to receive a permit to 
liiiild inasmuch as they had paid a 
large sum for tlie land, had de- 
leyed Imilding because they wanted to 
perfect plains for a more attractive 
structure, and had they gone ahead on 
their onginal plans, could have 
erected a station despite the Zoning 
Law. He promised the lights around , 
the Station would be extinguished at , 
10 o’clock or earlier. He told the ob- 
jectors “that if they were on the other 
side of the fence, they would have 
(luite a different view on the matter.” 
He asked the opposition “If it would 
not prefer a handsome building such 
as his concern would build, on this 
corner, rather than the old shed now 
there?” A strong No was the answer. 
Mr. Hubbard alluded to one of his , 
stations in a residential district of 
Brookline which has met with the ap- 
proval of owners of large estates near 
it. ' 

Alderman Ross asked Mr. Hubbard 
“if he was not aware when the kind 
was purchased, that it was located 
in a private residence zone, according j 
to the maps of the Planning Board?” i 
Mr. Hubbard finally admitted that he ■ 
had seen a map showing the land to ; 
be in a residence zone. The alder- 
man then accused the Colonial Com- 
pany of trying to evade the Zoning 
Ordinance. | 

Richard Ott, formerly of Philadel- 
phia told of searching all around Bos- ‘ 
ton to find some place comparable to 
the sulmrbs of his native city. West 
Newton Hill was the only district 
meeting his desire. Mr. Ott remarked 
“that if any petition was presented in 
Philadelphia to intrude a filling sta- 
tion into a high class residential dis- 
trict. it would not even be accorded a 
hearing.” 

The hearing was concluded after 
Mr. Mehigan denying that any noise 
emanated at night from his filling 
station, alleged that some of his neigh- 
bors were quite noisy even into the 
late hours of the night. 

Charles Hammond, who lives on 
Crafts street. Waltham, on the New- 
ton line, asked permission to build a 
three car garage, one of the stalls to 
be in Waltham. He was strongly op- 
posed by Mr. Walters, also of Wal- 
tluiiii. who represented other abuttors 
in that section. 

Louis Liggett and Henry Stuart 
asked for Manet road to be laid out. 
Mr. John T. Burns did not oppose the 
laying out of the road, but objected 
to a setback of 25 feet. Mr. Burns 
owns a lot on the street 60 feet deep 
and a 25 foot setback would prevent 
any house being built on his lot. 

The failure of the Finance Comnilt- 
teo to recommend money for the wid- 
ening of Auburn street between Green- 
oiigli street and Commouwealtli ave- 
nue brought a prote.st from Alderman 
Ross. Alilernian Young effected a 
compromise when under A suspension 
of the rules, he prevailed upon the 
Board to assure the widening of 
.Vuhiirn street within the near future 
by securing an appropriation of $730 
for land necessary to widen the street. 

The following appropriations were 
made : — 

$10,000 to widen Beacon street be- 
tween Irvington and Washington 
streets: $9106 to equip the new Davis 
School: $3500 to grade the grounds 
of the V". .V. Day School; $1300 to re- 
move the tower from the old Congre- 
gational Church, West Newton: $700 
to grade the grounds of the Fire Sta- 
tion at Auburndule; $1074 for a side- 
walk on Washington street between 
Centre place and Richardson street: 
$150 to increase the salary of the as- 
sistant Inspector of Plumbing. 

A conimuiiieatioii was received 
from L, D. Towle and William P. 
Bacon tendering to the city laud sit- 
uated at the eoruer of \’'eriion and 
Centre streets, known as Chaffin Park.

For Uniform Closing on Wednesday Alfernoons 
During llie Summer 


That the merchants ot all sections 
of Newton are strongly in favor of the 
plan of the Merwintile Committee of 
,the Newton Chamber of Commerce to 
bring about n uniform summer half- 
Jiollday for the stores of the city 
‘ (luring the warm weather period is 
becoming more and more evident as 
they are being canvassed by repre- 
sentatives of the Chamber. 

The process of reaching all retail 
stores in the several Newtons is 
necessarily a slow one but it is hoped 
that all may be interviewed in due 
♦time. It was not the hope of the Mer- 
cantile Committee that all of the stores 
^ould be lined up with the plan dur- 
ing the first season but presenrt indi- 
cations are that the proportion will 
be unusually large, nearly all in fact, 
and that a majority of the merchants 
are merely awaiting an invitation to 
cooperate in the plan, and in making 
it effective. 

* The movement is gathering momen- 
tum dally and many are not waiting to 
be approached by the Chamber but are 
voluntarily offering their cooperation 
♦ and expressing their sympathy and de- 
sire *to be listed up with those who are 
to adopt the Chamber schedule. 

That Newton store keepers have long 
been desirous of enjoying the same 
benefits of a uniform closing day as 
'are possible in other cities has long 
been recognized. Previous efforts to 
bring this about without systematic 
effort or supervision have been only 
partially successful, but the develop- 
’ nient of the Mercantile Division of the 
Chamber has also developed a broader 
viewpoint and a new “live and let live” 
spirit which promises to make possible 
many things which have not been 
feasible or proven successful in the 
'past. The difllculty of previous sea- 


sons has apparently been chiefly an 
inability to get together, which con- 
dition is being overcome this year in 
a manner that is proving gratifying to 
both the local business Interests and 
the public. 

While the situation in regard to the 
uniform closing schedule has been can. 
vassed to some extent in several of the 
villages, the canvass is so far practi- 
cally complete in hut two of them. 
These are Newton and Auburndale. In 
both of these villages the response is 
practically one hundred per cent, ex- 
tending to even the shoe shining par- 
lors and fruit stores. Nearly everyone 
approached has signed a w'ritten agree- 
ment, upon the request of the commit- 
tee, and it is felt that is sufllclent as- 
surance of their desire and intent to 
do everything possible to make the 
half-holiday closing a complete suc- 
cess. 

At Newton Corner even the druggists 
have become imbued with a desire 
to help make the plan a success and 
all but one have agreed to the closing 
plan, the action of the others neces- 
sarily hinging upon the decision of 
this one store. It is not expected ns 
yet that the druggists throughout the 
city will close their stores with the 
merchants in other lines of business, 
nor Is it assured that those at New- 
ton Corner will do so. The Chamber 
committee has no objection, however, 
and will endeavor to bring it about 
if it develops that a majority of them 
favor it. 

Some progress has already been 
made in ascertaining the sentiment of 
the merchants of Newtonville, West 
Newton, Nonantum, and Newton High- 
lands, and the Mercantile Committee 
will give its attention to completing

STREET RAILWAY STRIKE PENDING 


Middlesex & Boston Street Railway Co. 
to Courts for Infunction 


Appeal 



Pitt F*. Drew, president of the .Mid- 
dlesex & Boston Street Railway Co., 
and James H. V’ahey, attorney for the 
Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Railway Employes of America 
stated the facts of the dispute between 
the company and the union over the 
discharge of William Rouse, a mo- 
torinan, last October, W’ednesday aft- 
ernoon in the Aldermanic chambers of 
the .Newton City Hail before the May- 
ors of Waltham and Newton and the 
Selectmen of Wellesley, Natick. Fram- 
ingham. W’atertown, Lexington, and 
Belmont, 

The meeting was call^Mi by Mayor 
Edwin O. Childs of Newton in the hope 
that the strike set for Friday, June U,, 
might be averted. 

Mr. Vahey told the union's side of 
the case and Mr. Drew explained the 
stand of the company. On Oct. a 
one-man car, operated by W’illiam 
Rouse, was in a collision with another 
j car at the corner of Washington street 
and Commonwealth avenue. West New- 
ton. on a turnout. Rouse was dis- 
charged, Mr. Drew explained, because 
of a rule which states that in a colli- 
sion in which a car strikes the rear 
end of another car. the motorman in- 
volved is to be discharged. The rule 
was made in 1913 and forbids a motor- 
man from coming closer than .500 feet 
to another car when traveling at speed 
on the same track, and forbids him to 
come closer than two car lengths when 
ithe cars are stopped, except at termi- 
nals. 

! The carmen claim that Rouse was 
I not broken in properly as a motorman, 
that he had always been a conductor, 
that he had never run on the line on 
which the accident occurred and that 
it was not a rear-end collision, but a 
sideswipe where the end of a car pro- 
truded across another track on a turn- 
out or switch. 

The carmen seek to have Rouse re- 
instated as a conductor. .Mr. Drew re- 
fu.ses to arbitrate the penalty for the 
collision, but is willing to arbitrate as 


j to the respon.sibllity for the accident. 
.Mr. Drew stated that he did not con- 
! sider fhr* affair a matter for arbllra- 
I tion, hut .T matter of rules and dis- 
cipline between the company and the 
man. He said that when the matter 
wa.s brought before the State Board 
of Conciliation and Arbitration It was 
referred to Attorney General Allen, in 
whose opinion the matter was for an 
equity court to derlcle and not an ar- 
bitration board. 

Mr. Drew announced that he had 
filed a bill in equity in the Supreme 
Court and that on Thursday morning 
]the union officials would appear in that 
court. .Mr. Drew seeks to enjoin the 
men from striking, on the ground that 
the company should not arbitrate as 
to the penalty imposed for such acci- 
dents. 

Mr. Vahey claimed that he had state- 
ments from the three passengers rid- 
ing in the car at the time, exonerat- 
ing Rouse of all blame, and he also 
said the expense to the company of 
the accident did not amount to more 
than $10. 

Following the arguments, which 
were quite heated at times and re- 
plete with interruptions. Mayor Childs 
asked the gathering for its sentiment. 
A number of questions were asked of 
Mr. Drew and Mr. Vahey. Mr. Drew* 
absolutely refused to consider arbitra- 
tion, saying, “I am not willing to leave 
this question to any individual.” Mr. 
Vahey asked Mayor Childs to act as 
arbitrator there and then after hear- 
ing the merits of the case, but Mayor 
Childs decided to put it before the 
gathering. 

P. Sarsfield Cunniff of Watertown, 
made a motion to approve the union's 
offer and it was adopted by a vote of 
8 to 4. Mr. Vahey questioned the vote, 
asserting that one of the men who 
voted. W. S. Scamraons of Lexington, 
is a member of the Middlesex & Bos- 
ton Company, but Mr. Scammon.s in- 
formed Mr. Vahey that he is a Lex-

j A special committee from the Mcr- 
icanlile Division of the Newton rham- 
] her of (’ommerce has been investi- 
gating the advisability of launching a 
I movement to encourage the rental of 
, .\<'wton homes by those residents of 
the city who habitually spc'iid the lar- 
ger part of each summer at the imvun- 
tains or seashore, closing their homes 
from two to four months of each year. 

It was felt that It would l»e a dis- 
tinct advantage to the city and Its 
commercial interests, and t(v tlie home 
owners in many Instances, if some of 
these vacant homes couhl ive rented 
furnished rluring the summer season, 
thus developing a summer population 
which would not only insure more bus- 1 
iness for .Newton business men. The 
plan would also supplement in aoino 
instances the income of those witli 
Innnes to rent in this way, as well as 
proving a good thing for Newton it- 
self througli the opportunity to ac- ; 
quaint people from other sections 
witli the many Iveanties of the city and 
its advantages as one of the most de- 
sirable places of residence in sulvur- 
l)an Boston. 

With many summer schools in ses- 
sion at Greater Boston’s leading insti- 
tutions of learning, and attending stu- 
dents from all sections of the country, 
visitors from the South and Middle 
West who desire to summer near the 
heart of New England, and residents 
of Boston itself who enjoy country 
life for the summer season l)ut are 
prevented ivy business and other rea- 
sons from living at shore and moun- 
tain resorts, it was felt a substantial 
and desiralvle clientele was available 
and would undoubtedly he interested 
in the many advantages offered by 
Newton as a place of summer ’’esi- 
dence. 

The first move of the Mercantile Di- 
vision Committee was to enlist the aid 
of local real estate brokers and, in ap- 
proaching this group, an interesting 
situation was uncovered which was il- 
luminating to the committee and of 
special interest to the many who have 
at times given consideration to the 
plan of renting their homes for the 
summer months. 

It was found that there has been 
for years a large number of Newton 
homes available for summer rental, 
furnished and offering all of their con- 
veniences and comforts to any visi- 
tors who might care to take advantage 
of really exceptional opportunities. A 
majority of these homes have not been 
rented, however, chiefly because of the 
obvious fact that Newton is a higher 
class community than is deemed neces- 
sary for summer residence by many 
who have made inquiries along these 
lines. Those wlio feel that they can 
cheerfully put up with some incon- 
veniences as a part of their summer 
vacation, find hut few available dwell- 
ings in Newton within their summer 
means. One of the leading Newton 
real estate brokers is authority for 
the statement that there are always 
customers waiting for furnished sum- 
mer homes at what is considered a 
reasonable price, and that rentals on 
the basis of a monthly remuneration 
considerably less than winter terms 
could he easily arranged, as far as 
these were available. 

It was pointed out, however, that a 
majority of those willing to rent their 
homes have houses of a type that the 
necessary low rental would be more or 
less inconsistent and ridiculous, unless 
one really desired to supplement his 
income sufficiently to he willing to ac- 
cept a summer rental price entirely 
out of proportion to the ordinary rent- 
al price for Newton homes. While in 
complete sympathy with the objectives 
of the merchants who first conceived 
the plan, the real estate brokers inter- 
viewed could not enthuse over it un- 
less some way could l)e found to pro- 
duce more of the so-called reasonable 
rentals. 

While the movement to encourage 
the summer rental plan does not 
promise to gain much momentum 
accomplisli much along the lines origi- 
nally intended, the fact has been fairly 
well established that those .Newton 
people desiring to add materially to 
their vacation budget through renting 
their homes furnished will have but 
little troulile in doing so, providing 
they are sufficiently modest as to rent- 
al. As a matter of fact it has been 
ascertained that there are a few citi- 
ens who annually provide for a sul)- 
stantial proportion of their vacation 
expense in this way. 

ITut the fact lias also been estul)- 
lished that those witli large estates, 
who might desire to take tlieir entire 
household to summer homes and elimi- 
nate tlio necessity of installing a care- 


taker by renting their homo during 
their ah.senco, can have hut little hope 
of bringing this about if tliey ehargo 
tlu' rental price whieli their homes are 
worth. Inquiries are received ill large 
nuiiiher for low ri'iitals, hut the higher 
priced homes reiiiaiii vacant. 

The reason for this has long been a 
matter of special Interest to local real 
estate brokers, most of them having 
deciiled that the average American 
family considers it a part of a vaca- 
tion to put up with certain inconven- 
ieiiees, or to live on a more modest 
scale during tli«' summer months as a 
necessary and inevitable part of the 
usual vacation, tlius leaving availahlo 
more of the vacation funds for slglit- 
sooing and outings, or because of tlu' 
transportation expense involvcfl in 
changing their haliltat for two or three 
months of the sumiiier.

the canvass in these villages, Newton 
Centro, and the other villages during 
the next ten days. 

It is the purpose of the Mercantile 
Division of the .Newton Chamhor to 
bring about the adoption of a uniform 
summer half-holiday l)y the business 
interests of the city for a period of 
hut two months during the present 
summer. In determining this period, 
the committee was influenced by the 
thought that chances for making the 
plan effective for a two month period 
were more favorable than for a longer 
time. There are many of the stores 
in the various villages which have 
heretofore remained open throughout 
the summer and, while practically all 
of these that have been reached in the 
Chamber canvass have agreed readily 
to cooperate with their fellow mer- 
chants in making the new closing 
period uniform, it was felt that it 
would be more easy to enlist the sup- 
port of these during the first year for 
two months ,than for a longer period. 

The Chamber is cognizant of the fact 
that many of the Newton stores are 
closing on Wednesday afternoons in 
June, and that some are planning to 
extend their closing schedule until the 
middle of September. There is no ob- 
jection to this on the part of the Mer- 
cantile Division Committee, it being 
the opinion of this committee that, 
beyond the uniform period decided 
upon, it will but help to make the 
summer half day closing plan more 
effective if the period is voluntarily 
extended by many of the stores. In 
determining the July and August clos- 
ing schedule for the present season, 
the members of the Mercantile Com- 
mittee believed that, should the plan 
prove the success anticipated, there 
may be a general demand next sea- 
son for an extension of the period, to 
include June with the other two 
months. If so, the closing period will 
undoubtedly be extended to conform to 
the wishes of a majority, through for- 
mal action by the Mercantile Commit- 
tee. 

The Chamber has on hand a large 
supply of attractively printed cards 
which are being distributed as rapidly 
as possible to all stores and business 
offices of the city. It promises to be 
a week or ten days before all are 
reached and those who desire these 
cards in advance may secure them at 
any time by calling at the Chamber 
office at 277 Washington street, New- 
ton. 

Any merchant, real estate broker, or 
others doing business in any of the 
Newton, with physicians, dentists and 
other professional men having offices 
in the city, are cordially welcome to 
these cards whether or not they are 
members of the Newton Chamber. 

The available cards are printed in 
two colors, announcing the closing of 
store.s and offices on Wednesdays at 12 
o’clock,, during .luly and August. The 
cards are attractive in appearance and 
of sufficient dimensions for use in 
i)oth show windows and store or office 
interiors. The distribution is being 
carried on as rapidly as possible, in 
connection with the various other ac- 
tivities of the Cliamber, and nearly 
everyone will he reached well in ad- 
vance of the first closing day In July. 
Tliose who may feel that there is a 
chance of being overlooked, through 
recent location or change of address, 
or those who desire cards as soon as 
possible are invited to call for them 
at the Chamber office.

( IVIC ( O^IMITTEE MEETS 

The Initial mooting of the recently 
appointed Civic Division rommittoo 
of the Newton (’Immher of Commerce 
was held ’Fuesdny at the Boston City 
Club. Those present wore Chairman 
Leon B. Rogers, presiding; William 
B. Baker of West Newton. Albert P. 
Carter of Ncwlonville, William J. 
Doherty of ♦Vonnntum, Bernard Early 
of Newton Lower Falls, Charles F. 
Johnson of Newton Highlands, Oscar 
E.' Nutter of Newton Upper Falls, 
George V. Phipps of Wahan, and 
Henry H. Wilder of Chestnut Hill, 
with President Rupert C. Thompson 
of the Chamber and the secretary. 

There was a general discussion of 
some of the civic problems of Nevv'- 
ton, and the opportunities for the 
Civic Division of the Chamhor, which 
now number about 1150 names, to he 
of service to the city. Among the 
matters discussed was the existing 
zoning ordinance, some members of 
the commit too being in doubt ns to 
whether it reflects the true senti- 
ment of a majority of the property 
owners of the residential districts. 

It was unanimously agreed by those 
present that, should the Civic Com- 
mittee or the (’haml)er interest Itself 
in this matter at any future time, it 
should only seek to servo as a med- 
ium for an expression of opinion, and 
that under ho circumstances should 
the Chamber lend its iuflucnQo to any 
movement designed to bring about 
any change excepting to make known 
the desires of the people. 

Among other matters mentioned as 
questions in which the Committee 
should Interest itself were coopera- 
tion with the City Health Depart- 
ments in their work, and the devel- 
opment of the so-called gravel pit 
“gold mines” in certain sections of 
the city, which were characterized as 
a future menace to health and the 
natural beauty of the city by one 
member of the committee. 

A request that the committee name 
a sub committee to confer with a sub- 
committee from the Building and De- 
velopment Division regarding the de- 
sirability of seeking an extension of 
the city’s park system was acted 
upon favorably, and the Chairman 
authorized to appoint such a com- 
mittee. This matter has to do with 
an available lot of land which has 
frequently been mentioned for park 
purposes, the real estate members 
of the Building and Development Com- 
mittee having knowledge that present 
owners are considering development 
plans which would probably double or 
treble the expense of acquiring this 
property at some future time. This 
committee believes that if the city is to 
acquire this property at all that now 
is the time to do it and that the facts 
in their possession should he brought 
to the attention of the City Fathers.

With an average of 100 caaes of op- 
erating under the influence of liquor 
in the Newton Dlntrict Court a ypar, 
Newton’H judges have acquired the 
reputation of being unusually Hevero. 

. Tliomaa Weston wbr one of tho first 
of tlio lower court justices to Impose 
jail sentences on drunken operators 
and with one exception, for more than 
a year Judge Weston has lioen sen- 
tencing drivers with alcoholic incli- 
nations to the House of Correction. 

The one exception was in court last 
month, a man from Natick with a wife 
in poor health and seven young chil- 
dren. Knowing that a jail sentence 
would bring hardship on the man’s 
family Judge Weston Imposed a fine of 
$100 and a suspended sentence of 30 
days in the House of Correction. 

Newton police officers report that 
whenever tliey arrest a man for oper- 
ating under the influence of liquor his 
first question, if he is able to talk co- 
herently, is, “What town is this,’’ the 
answer, “Newton,” has never yet 
failed to liring a groan. 

In tho last two months Newton’s 
other two justices, Judge William Ba- 
con and Associate Justice W. Lloyd 
Allen, liave been imposing jail sen- 
tences, oven on the first offenders, so 
that now, Newton, is synonymous with 
jail, to drivers who permit rum to sit 
at their wheels. 

Each year cases of this nature as 
well as cases of drunkenness are in- 
creasing by leaps and hounds. Judg- 
ing from the number of cases so far 
this year and the amount in previous 
years Clerk of Court Sprague is of the 
opinion that all records will he bro- 
ken, in Newton, at least, in 1923 for 
drunks and drunken operators. 

Judge Weston believes there is only 
one way to curb this evil of operating 
under the influence of liquor and that 
is to hit the offenders of the law so 
hard the first time they will never re 
turn. He does not even file the charge 
of being drunk, as many judges do, hut 
always tacks on a fine, $10, $15, $20, 
depending on the defendant’s record. 
Men have come hack on the same 
charge twice, hut only on rare occa- 
sions. Of course, the licenses of the 
drivers are suspended automatically 
for a time and this, too, has proved 
to he an excellent sanction. 

.Not so long ago, when Judge Weston 
was practically alone in his position, 
it used to be said in high circles that 
the lower courts have become strict. 
The Superior Court has become in the 
minds of offenders of the law the font 
of all mercy, while the lower courts 
are regarded as seats of cruelty. 

With the result: From the day that 
Judge Weston imposed his first jail 
sentence for operating under the in- 
fluence of liquor until today, and this 
also holds for Newton’s other justices, 
not one person has ever accepted the 
sentence and gone to jail from the 
Newton Court, directly. Just as the 
stentorian voice of the court officer 
closes the court with "The sitting of 
tills court now stands adjourned,’’ so 
does “I appeal,’’ write finis on every 
case of operating under the influence 
of liquor in the Newton District 
Court.

SFKK IN.IIMTHtN 

The Middlesex & Boston Street 
Railway Company has brought a bill 
in the Supreme Court against William 
F. Egan et al. and the National and 
local unions of motormen, conductors 
and other employes seeking to re- 
strain the defendants from going on 
a strike. Tlie local union. Division 
600. voted to strike within a few days 
and it has the approval of the Na- 
tional organization. The case will 
come up this morning. 

The company and the union have 
an agreement under which differences 
may he submitted to the State Board 
of Conciliation and Arbitration. A dis- 
pute has arisen over the discharge of 
a motorman for violation of a rule 
prohibiting the operation of a car 
within a certain distance from another 
car. the penalty of which is discharge. 
AVilliam Rouse, the motorman, ran 
his car into another. 

Under the provisions of the agree- 
ment wiien a dispute is submitted for 
arbitration to the State Board, if the 
employe is found not guilty, he is re- 
instated. 

The company and the union ap- 
peared before the State Board with a 
view to have the latter arbitrate the 
differences arising from the discharge 
of Rouse. It Is alleged by the com- 
pany that the union, through counsel, 
said the issues were whether the em- 
ploye was guilty of the charge, and 
the board, if it found him guilty, 
should fix the penalty. The company 
Insisted that the only issue for the 
board was the guilt or innocence of 
the motorman on the charge of vio- 
lating the rule of the company, and If 
he were found guilty the board did 
not have anything to do with the 
penalty, as the rule prescribed that 
the penalty should be dismissal. The 
result of this dispute w’as the strike 
vote.

DEATH OF DR. BELL 


Dr. Louis Bell, widely known as an 
electrical engineer ,an illuminating 
engineer and scientist, died yesterday 
morning at his home on Sylvan ave- 
nue, West Newton, after an illness of 
some duration. He was the son of 
General Louis Bell, U. S. A., and was 
born at Chester, N. H., in 1864. He 
was a student at Dartmouth College, 
where he took his A. B. degree in 1884, 
and where he distinguished himself in 
physics. Throughout his life he was 
a most loyal and active alumnus of 
Dartmouth. 

Dr. Bell continued his studies at 
Johns Hopkins University until 1888, 
when he received his Ph. D. degree. 
He was then appointed professor of 
applied electricity at Perdue Univer- 
sity, a new chair, in 1888. Dr. Bell 
organized and established there the 
course of electrical engineering, which 
has developed continuousiy since that 
date. 

He was editor of the Electrical 
World of New York from 1890 to 1892. 
This Journal has ever since been 
prominently identified with American 
electric engineering and he continued 
to contribute to its columns to the 
lust week of his life. From 1892 to 
1895, he was chief engineer of the 
then newly organized electric power 
transmission department of the Gen- 
eral Electric t’ompuny designing and 
installing the first polyphase power 
plant in this country. Since 1895, Dr 
Bell carried on the profession of con- 
sulting engineer, especially in con- 
nection with electrical power trans- 
mission and with electric lighting. 

Dr. Bell was a fellow of the Ameri- 
can Academy of Arts and Science and 
was distinguished especially as a 
leader in illuminating engineering. He 
was frequently a lecturer on that sub- 
ject at Harvard University, the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology and 
elsewhere. He was past president of 
the Illuminating Engineering Society. 
His numerous writings and textbooks 
on applied optics and electirc lighting 
are regarded as classics in those fields. 
He was recognized as a prolific, clear 
and forceful writer, with a literary 
style that compelled attention and 
understanding. 

Dr. Bell married Sarah G. Hemen- 
way of Somerville in 1893, who with 
his son, Louis Bell, Jr., and two graml- 
childreu, survive him.

To the Editor: 

Dear Sir: — Many timo a small para- 
graph In your valuable journal has a 
very largo importance. I have often 
observed this. 

The statement issued by the Now 
York, New Haven railroad last week, 
saying that the crossings at Oak 
street and Webster street at New- 
ton Upper Falls arc In future to have 
less protection than they now have, 
seems worthy of attention. 

In driving through the Upper Falls 
village we have often spoken of the 
dangerous crossing at Oak street, 
and have been surprised that people 
are not killed there every day. 

This is a very busy place and at 
certain times of the day traffic is 
heavy. The workmen from the diff- 
erent mills flock past there, the school 
children are obliged to cross the 
tracks and many heavy busses and 
workmen’s flivvers are there taking 
passengers to and from work. 

To relinquish any precautions for 
safety would he folly. 

If an electric red light is Installed 
as proposed, It should be added pro- 
tection, but there should still be a 
crossing man. There should really 
bo gates. Grade crossings are such 
an anachronism, so far behind the 
times at this date. It is a wonder we 
ever submit to them. 

The tracks at Oak street ought to 
be lowered, and some time, after a 
few people have been killed, they 
will be. This is a poor w’ay for the 
railroad company to economize. 

Oak street Is particularly danger- 
ous, because it is impossible to see 
the trains coming from either di- 
rection when you approach the sta- 
tion; the coal yards hide the tracks 
completely. Those electric lights are 
not to be trusted. Besides this there 
are many foreigners and newcomers 
in the vicinity who do not understand 
such contrivances; it is often only by 
main force that the crossing man is 
able to keep them away. Such an ar- 
rangement as Is proposed might do 
down on the South Shore where there 
are only two trains a day perhaps, 
and where there is no mill popula- 
tion, but this will not be proper for 
such a city as Newton and I trust the 
residents of Newton Upper Falls will 
not allow it.

HISTORY MADE IN FACTORY 


French Revolution Said to Have Had 
Its Inception in Institution of 
the Reveillons. 

Int'lutlctl nniong tho first wall pnpor 
makers In Aim'rica was Joseph Biiin- 
stead, of Boston. lie traveled In 
France in 1821, and also ten years 
later, lie left an Interesting diary 
of the Industry. Bunistead visited the 
Zuhor works in Alsace and In his diary 
wrote that Ziiher had succeeded In 
1820. In making the first paper in con- 
tinuous rolls at his paper factory In 
Ropperswiller. nnd liad sold the Fng- 
ilsh rights for .$.“.000. In IsriO Zuher 
took hack from Manchester, England, 
the first wall paper printing machine 
used In France. A few years later near- 
ly all wall papers wore machine printed 
In designs tliat were mostly had. 

Ill.story reeords tlint It muis at a 
wall paper fimtory, tlie famous Royal 
Manufactory of Rovelllon, that the 
Frencli revolution broke out on April 
18. 1780. Revelllon employed more than 
300 workmen. A rumor had been cir- 
culated that the M-orkmen M’cre to 
be taxed 15 sous a day, nnd that ‘‘bread 
M’ns too good for them.” A mob as- 
sembled nnd proceeded to pillage the 
factory. The furniture nnd fixtures 
were thrown out Into the street. The 
troops M'ore called out. Revelllon fled 
to London where he passed the re- 
mainder of his life. 


CASTE PREJUDICE IN INDIA 


Not a Bar to Any Occupation, Though 
the Observance Is Most Rigidly 
Enforced. 

There are four main castes In India 
— the Brahmans, Kshntriyns, Vnisyas 
nnd Sudras, corresponding traditional- 
ly to the occupations of priest, M’nrrlor, 
trader and artisan. But, though this 
would suggest that caste was at one 
time a class distinction, yet at the 
present day a caste may Include all 
classes save that of priest, which Is 
reserved to the Brahmans. Caste Is 
no bar to any occupation. A rajah 
may be a Sudrn. Ills cook may be a 
Bnihninn. The rajah Is of a higher 
cla.ss than his cook, though of a very 
much lower cn.ste. And though the 
Brahman will cook the rajah’s dinner, 
he will not eat It with him, or permit 
his daughter to marry the rajah. 

Though It Is not looked upon with 
approval, marriage is possible hetYveen 
castes which are not uidely separated. 
In particular, a legal marriage can take 
place between two contiguous caste.s. 
But in all .such mixed marriages the 
children belong entirely to tlie loMer 
caste. 


Music of American Indians. 

The music of the American Indians 
Is solely and simply vocal. It seems 
to he generally agreed by musical 
authoi'ities that the Indians’ songs 
have in them nothing bori’owed from 
Instrument.s, nothing of artiticlal in- 
stigation. An Indian melody never 
serves two sets of words. There Is 
no instance. It appears, where the 
people have sung tlie dilTerent stanza* 
of a ballad to the same air. large 
pj'oportion of Indian songs are entire- 
ly wltliout woi’ds at all, syllables be- 
ing employed to carry the tones. 
I’erliaps the most striking ijeculiarlty 
of Indian music is tlie lack of definite 
pitch. The Indian begins his song 
where tlie natuiail (piality of his voice 
nnd his nu>od at the time render It 
easiest for him to sing it. The pitch 
of the song depends upon the individ- 
ual. — Wa.shington Star. *

the untimely death of John Lowell, a 
lawyer of the highest character, a 
faithful servant of this association, a 
patriotic citizen, a zealous worker in 
many holds of benevolence, a lovable 
and much loved man. 

“Resolved, that the association de- 
sires to express to Mrs. Lowell the 
deep sympathy of its members and that 
the secretary be instructed to send her 
and her children a copy of the mem- 
orial and of these resolutions. 

“Resolved, that the committee ap- 
pointed to prepare the foregoing mem- 
orial be instructed to present the same 
to the Unitd States District Court for 
the District of Massachusets, and to 
ask that the memorial, together with 
tho resolutions, bo spread upon the 
records of the court.” 

Following the reading of the mem- 
orial, and resolutions by Mr. Weston, 
United States District Attorney, Rob- 
ert O. Harris, moved before tho court, 
that they bo accepted. Attorney Harris 
was followed by Colonel William D. 
Sohier, president Lawrence Lowell of 
Harvard University, Alexander White- 
side, Lawrence Brooks and Moorfleld 
Storey. 

Judge Morton, in granting the mo- 
tion, paid tribute from the Court to 
Mr. Lowell’s memory, tracing his an- 
cestry from tho first judge of the 
United States Court for this district, 
who was appointed by Washington.

CARABAO CALLED IT A DAY 


Animal Willingly Made Three Dally 

Trips to the Wall, but Absolutely 
Refuted the Fourth. 

Our water supply on Bongno l.sinnd 
In the Sulu archipelago was obtained 
from a well that hod been dug by our 
SpnnI.sh predecessors. It penetrated to 
the underlying coral rock and gave up 
water so brackish that we at an early 
date went back to the high ground and 
tried to And a fresh supply. We found 
it about a mile from the shore and suf- 
ficient In quantity for all purposes. 1 
sent up to Jolo by the next steamer 
for a water cart and a carabao, and in 
time a huge carabao bull with a IfK)- 
gollon cart was added to our colony. 
He was os usual a stolid but cheerful 
animal. Inured to any amount of labor; 
but we soon found that three trips a 
day gave us a sufllclent supply for all 
our needs. ^ 

This continued for about one month 
with no variation, when for some rea- 
son it became necessary to Increase the 
supply. We then found that the car- 
abao declined to make the fourth trip 
and nothing would affect him — bribes, 
punishment or torture of any kind. He 
simply lay on the ground and chewed 
his cud and placidly declined to move. 
He had made up his mind that three 
cartloads of water were sufllclent for 
any well-regulated garrison and de- 
clined to make any further effort. The 
next morning he was perfectly willing 
to bring In another three loads, but 
nothing would Induce him to bring In 
a fourth. He was perfectly willing to 
allow a barrel to be slung on the cart 
and have his load Increased to that ex- 
tent but another trip he would not 
make.— Sydney A. Cloman In the 
World’s Work. 


ODD SOURCE OF INSPIRATION 


Beethoven Said to Have Found Motif 
In the Persistent Sound of 
Door Knocker. 

To an ordinary mind It would 
scarcely seem possible that much 
music could be got out of a door-knock- 
er. Yet It was this sound which is 
said to have Inspired Beethoven’s 
glorious violin concerto In D. As the 
musician lay awake one night shaping 
the concerto in his mind, his iniisings 
were Interupted by a belated neighbor 
who was endeavoring to arouse his 
housekeeper and get her to come down 
and let him in. Beethoven heard his 
persistent knocking for admission — 
four slow deliberate Jinocks at a time. 
The constant repetition gave the com- 
poser the Idea he sought and those 
four knocks are heard all through the 
opening movement of the concerto, 
which begins with four unaccompanied 
D’s on the drum — seemingly as un- 
melodlous and unpromising an open- 
ing phrase as one could imagine In 
commenting upon the circumstance Sir 
George Grove has said “those four 
knocks were to Beethoven wliat the 
hulk of the old Temeralre was to Tur- I 
ner, or the daffodils to Wordsworth — 
oominonplat'e in themselves, but trans- 
muted by tlie fire of genius into an 
imperishable monument.” 


Vanishing American Birds. 

Gne of tlie most remarkable exhib- 
its in the liabltat group in the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History is the 
nest of a duck hawk on a shelving 
rock on the Palisades, wMth the rocky 
rampart of nature stretching in the 
background and the placid river be- 
low. 

It deserves to be ranked as a work 
of art — tlds glimpse of the bird life of 
New York’s beauty spot — as. in fact, 
do all the exliibits In the habitat 
group. 

As one enters the booth in wlilch 
the scene is Installed, one finds it 
hard t«» believe that he is looking at 
the combined work of the artificer and 
tlie painter, and not on the actual 
shelving rock hundreds of feet above 
tlie Hudson, with the mother-bird poised 
In tlie summer air, hovering over tlie 
nest with tiie food for her young 
grasped in licr claws. 

And the duck hawk is still to be 
found — or was to be found there in 
1908, when throe pairs were nesting 
across tlie river from the city’s liub- 
bub.— Excliango.

decision of Judge Pierce, and that the 
company would arbitrate. 

Mr. Vahey, on behalf of the union, 
argued that under the contract made 
between the railway (Company and its 
employees all disputes were to be set- 
tled by arbitration. Mr. Drew on the 
other hand, contended that arbitration 
applied to everything except a rule 
which prescribed a specific penalty for 
its violation. Mr. Rowse, Mr. Drew 
said, was discharged under a rule 
which prescribed that penalty for a 
motorman whose car was in collision 
with another, unless there were ex- 
traordinary conditions relating there- 
to. That penalty, Mr. Drew said, was 
absolutely necessary for the protec- 
tion of the public, and since it had 
been in force there had been few col- 
lisions. 

Mr. Vahey claimed that the penaltv 
of discharge was not a part of the 
rule, and that Mr. Rowse was entitled 
to have arbitrators determine his re- 
sponsibility for the collision. Mr. Va- 
hey said that the organization, of 
which Local 600 was a part, com- 
prised 150,000 men in the United 
States and in Canada. It was founded 
on the cornerstone of arbitration, and 
industrial agreements matle since the 
organization was formed were intend- 
ed to keep people out of the courts. 

Mr. Vahey told of the efforts that 
had been made to arbitrate in the case 
of Mr. Rowse. all of which had been 
defeated by Mr. Drew.

AN KNYIAULK HKCOKD 

Mr. Goorgo Owen, Jr., a roaldent of 
Hollis street, Newton, first marshal 
at the Harvard Commencement this 
week has made a rcmarkalJle I'ocord 
during his years in college. 

He has lieen oligihle for varsity 
sports only three years, hut in that 
time has piled up an cnvialjle nchlevc- 
mout. 

Owen entered Harvard in 1019. n 
freshman little known for athletic 
ability, outside of Boston. He reported 
for footljall, having played the 
previous season for Newton High, hut 
because of Indifferent playing he was 
iinnhlc, at first, to make the freshman 
eleven. Finally, after some brilliant 
work against the varsity, Coach Wiih- 
ington put Owen in the first eleven. 
He starred in all the games, hut es- 
pecially the Andover game and the 
Yale freshman game his team won. 
largely through the efforts of Ow'en. 

After the close of the freshman 
football season. Owen rested and inter 
reported for freshman hockey. Ho 
was elected captain of the team and 
led it through a very successful .sea- 
son, finally administering one of the 
worst defeats the Yale freshmen ever 
suffered. After hockey he reported for 
freshman hasehnll. Under Coach Young 
he was played in almost every posi- 
tion on the team except catcher, final- 
ly ending the season Jjy pitching his 
nine to a 15 to 6 victory against 
Yale. 

His freshman year is practically re- 
peated aUj the w’ay through college, 
except that his record became greater 
as ho developed. During the sopho- 
more year he played successively on 
the football, hockey and baseball 
teams as a regular, starring in each 
sport and playing regularly in each. 
That year every sport that he parti- 
cipated in defeated Yale and at least 
tied Princeton, with Owen figuring 
heavily in all outcomes. Both the 
hockey and husehali teams were cred- 
ited with the triangular champion- 
ships. 

Last year, Owen w’as a bigger star 
on the football team. Against Yale he 
was at his best and carried the hall 
across for the winning touchdown. He 
was selected by the majority of critics 
for all-American fullback. In hockey 
he was accorded the unusual honor 
of being a captain of a major sport in 
his junior year, and he led the team 
to the triangular championship. In 
hasehall he again played first base 
and helpel defeat Princeton, though 
beaten by Yale in a three-game series. 
At the close of the baseball season he 
was awarded the Dana J. P. Wingate 
tj'ophy for the second successive year 
as the best all-around player on the 
nine. 

This year, Owen has come to the full 
height of his prowess. In football, he 
played brilliantly all season; in 
hockey he was captain for the second 
successive time and led a mediocre 
team to the triangular championship; 
in hasehall he is captain and has again 
helped along a team weak in pitchers 
by his hitting and defensive play; in 
addition, he is again leading for the 
Wingate trophy. 

In his four years of competition, 
Owen has participated 1ji 18 contests 
against Yale and been on the winning 
side 15 times never losing until the 
Ijasehall series of last Spring. He has 
won nine varsity letters more than a*<y 
other Harvard athlete in history, in- 
cluding the times before freshmen 
were ineligible for varsity sports.

at best, would caUse unavoidable delay 
in responding to fire alarms in the 
immediate vicinity. 

The Bowers Street and Newtonville 
Avenue situation has been recognized 
from the beginning by these com- 
mittees as one of the most difficult of 
the many traffic problems to solve 
and, after giving the matter much 
thought and study, both committees 
are practically agreed that the best 
solution is to make both of these 
thoroughfares one way streets be- 
tween Harvard and Walnut streets. 
With the two streets running parallel 
and but a comparatively narrow 
strip of residential property between 
the two streets, it is felt that they are 
practically one street as far as service 
to the public is concerned. The re- 
sult of adopting the solution proposed 
will be practically the same as is 
achieved in handling traffic on city 
boulevards, where a park separates 
the main drives as is the case In many 
instances. 

A part of the tentative parking and 
one way street regulations to be in- 
cluded in the proposed traffic ordin- 
ance, developed by a special com- 
mittee of the ChaniDer and to be 
recommended to the Board of Alder- 
1 men for adoption, provides that no 
vehicles will be permitted to pass 
along' Newtonville Avenue between 
Walnut and Harvard streets, except- 
ing in an easterly direction, while no 
vehicles may bo operated on Bowers 
street from Harvard street to a point 
near the B. & A. Railroad Station ex- 
cepting in a westerly direction. 
Bowers street, from Walnut Street to 
No 78 Bowers Street may be used as 
a two way street. Parking in the one 
way sections must be with vehicles 
headed in the direction of traffic, on 
l)oth sides excepting near Walnut 
Street where no parking is to be per- 
mitted on either side of Newtonville 
Avenue from No. 478 to Walnut Street, 
and no parking is to be permitted on 
the South side of Bowers street from 
Walnut Street to the entrance of drive- 
way to the Methodist Church. 

The traffic ordinance committee of 
the Newtonville Improvement Associa- 
tion has also worked out carefully a 
system of parking in the vicinity of 
Newtonville Square which promises 
to provide maximum accommodation 
with minimum inconvenience to 
drivers, and to inlniinlze the possibili- 
ties of congestion or accident to the 
lowest possible d.SJjrfiP- These have 
ouen Incorporated In the proposed 
parking regulations prepared as a 
part of the specimen ordinance re- 
ported by the Chamber to the special 
Aldermanlc Committee. 

Citizens interested In the proposed 
traffic ordinance, especially its park- 
ing and one way street provisions, 
should bear in mind that the speci- 
men ordinance sulimitted to the Board 
of Aldermen is but suggestive 
and offered only as a means to 
facilitate * the adoption of the 
best possible ordinance for NoWloU. 
The Chamber committee, of which Kx- 
Alderinan Henry D. Lloyd is chair- 
man, and Including Chief of Police 
Bernard F. Burke, Fire Chief Walter 
H. Uundlett, Street (!ominl8Hloner 
George H. Stuart, and Henry C. Rob- 
bins of Wuhan, wltli Fx-Alderrnun 


Philip .Nichols assisting in an advisory 
capacity, is Interesting itself only in 
an effort to be of assistance to the 
special Aldermanic committee. 

All are striving to co-operate to 
give Newton the best ordinance pos- 
sible. It Is not anticipated that the 
specimen ordinance prepared by the 
Chamber committee will necessarily 
be adopted as submitted but that it 
will be subjected to more or less re- 
vision and modification, during which 
the Board of Aldermen will un- 
doubtedly provide opportunities for 
the public or individual objectors to 
present their views. But it is expected 
that the specimen ordinance pre- 
pared by the Chamber will serve as 
an excellent basis for discussion, and, 
offering as it will in most instances 
a solution to many of Newton’s traffic 
problems, that many of its provisions 
will meet with the approval of the 
City Fathers, and of the public as a 
whole. 


OPPO.SE PARKW.VY RESTRICTION 


THE LITTLE TIONG CALLED 
«t;00D MORNING’’ 


Newton Corner business men are 
planning to protest strenuously the 
recommendations for 20 minute park- 
ing restrictions in the Nonantum 
Square section, as proposed by the 
Newton Improvement Association in 
its recommendations to the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce Traffic Ordi- 
nance Committee. At a meeting of 
several of the merchants in the hall 
at the Public Library on Tuesday 
evening, it was voted that all business 
men of the Newton Corner section to 
be affected by the proposed regulation 
be canvassed and each asked to ex- 
press in writing his attitude toward 
the proposed parking restrictions. 
Chairman Henry D. Lloyd of the 
Chamber Traffic Ordinance Committee 
presided, while other representatives 
of the Chamber were present, includ- 
ing Chief of Police Bernard F. Burke 
of the Chamber committee. 

Those present were somewhat sur- 
prised when informed that there has 
been in effect for several years an or- 
dinance prohibiting parking for 
more than fifteen minutes in a small 
area, including the square and a short 
section of Centre street. Nearly all 
of the imsiness men present favored 
unlimited parking privilege and were 
Informed by Chief Burke that he 
would strongly oppose the lifting of 
all restrictions. It was finally de- 
cided that the business men of the 
section to be affected would lie asked 
to express their opinion as to which 
was preferable from their viewpoint, 
the adoption of the new recommenda- 
tions or to leave things as they are. 
The proposed new regulations pro- 
vide for a twenty minute limit on 
Washington street from the railroad 
bridge to Ilovey street on the North 
side, and to Hull street on the south 
side; on Centre street from Pearl

War on IVnr 


Disease. Famine and War have been 
three of the greatest plagues of man- 
kind. Those scourges have done 
more to retard the advancement of 
civilization than all other destructive 
forces combined. Research, experi- 
ence, and the development of medical 
science have greatly reduced the rav- 
ages of disease. Famines have been 
averted and alleviated, In a large 
measure, by the application of better 
agricultural methods, and by inter- 
national benevolence, rendered more 
effective by swifter means of com- 
munication. The plague of War, 
however, the worst of the three, and, 
to a marked degree, the cause of the 
other two, still awaits the discovery 
and the application of an adeciuate 
remedy. 

It may he true that war has had 
its part to play in the long process 
of the evolution of Society. As H. G. 
Wells points out in his Outline of His- 
tory, one of the by-products of the 
conflict of nations, has been the dis- 
covery of habits of life and the fruits 
of Inventive genius, whose adoption 
has added to the comfort and progress 
of the human race. But this method 
of education has been far too costly 
and painful. There have been wars 
fought for the defence of the Inno- 
cent and helpless, and for the prin- 
ciples of Democracy and of freedom, 
and these have been justifiable and 
righteous conflicts, but It is an open 
question, whether, even in these in- 
stances, a better way might not have 
been discovered if greed or selfishness 
or pride had been willing to stand 
aside. At any rate, the events of re- 
cent years have given an outstanding 
emphasis to the growing conviction 
of centuries that War is a destructive 
and unuecessary plague for which a 
cure must quickly be found. In this 
fact is found the explanation for the 
rapidly increasing number of nations 
and of individuals that are enlisting 
and mobilizing for the “WAR ON 
WAR.” 

This subject may be treated in the 
following manner: first, by a con- 
sideration of the Growth of INTER- 
EST in the subject from an historical 
point of view; secondly, by a review 
of some of the CAUSES which under- 
lie the age-long plague of war; and 
thirdly, by an attempt to outline some 
practical MEANS of REMOVING the 
CAUSES of War, and substituting for 
war a program of peace and brother- 
hood among the nations of the world. 

I. The story of the growth of the 
Peace movement is a long and inter- 
esting one, which can be only hastily 
sketched here. The longing for peace 
as a substitute for war began cen- 
turies ago, and was in its beginnings 
little more than an elusive dream of 
war-worn peoples. This vague im- 
pulse for the cessation of the strife, 
which began with the use of the cave- 
man’s club against both man and 
beast, has now taken definite form as 
a progressive and promising move- 
ment. 

Men had dreamed of the possibil- 
ity of a peaceful world long before 
Columbus sailed to find the Indies, 
but it remained for the America that 
he and other venturesome souls re- 
vealed, to take the lead in attempting 
to realize the vision, and then only 
in comparatively modern times. The 
first Peace Society was organized in 
New York in 1815. The Peace Society, 
founded in London in 1816, became the 
center of this anti-war movement 
during the nineteenth century. Many 
cases of successful arbitration were 
initiated and carried through by this 
Society. After this time the Movement 
spread widely and rapidly so that in 
a few years, it hud found rootage in 
most, if not all, of the larger coun- 
tries of the world. 

The first Convention to take defin- 
ite action regarding various problems 
of peace and war, was called by the 
famous author, Victor Hugo, and met 
in Brussels in 1849. This conference 
favored the limitation of armaments, 
and proposed a ban upon foreign loans 
for war purposes. 

The necessity of establishing an ar- 
bitration tribunal was quickly real- 
ized by these seekers for peace, but 
although various plans were dis- 
cussed and proposed, it was the Czar 
of Uuasia, who actually took the first 
step toward the formation of such a 
Court, when he called the first Hague 
Peace Conference in 1899. Twenty- 
seven nations participated in this his- 
toric gathering, where specific at- 
tempts were made to put the humani- 
tarian spirit into the conduct of war. 
Rules were formulated concerning the 
neutrality of nations and the safety of 
non-combatants, the humane treat- 
ment of the wounded, and certain 
methods of land and maritime war- 
fare were agreed upon. The action of 
this Conference, in fact, was the first 
attempt in the world’s history to cod- 
ify International law. 

Tiie accompli.shments of the Peace 
movement up to the opening of the 
World War in 1914, may be briefly 
summarized as follows: the clearer 
realization of war as a curse to civili- 
zation, involving unspeakable horrors 
and terrific costs; the establishment 
of an International Arbitration Court; 
and the Codification of International 
Law. 

’ Then came the sliock of the great 
war, with its demonstration of cruel 
but undeniable facts. International 
law, universally supposed to rest up- 
on a secure basis, was totally disre- 
garded, solemn and elaborately drawn 
treaties were designated as “scraps of 
paper,” and all the fancied security 
from the recurrence of another war, 
caused by the work of one hundred 
years uf peace agitation and agree- 
ment, vanished in a few days and left 
the world stunned and afraid. 

Tile nations were so bound togeth- 
er, that one after another, they were 
drawn into the struggle, and the war 
became a World conlllct. The un- 
precedented loss uf life and property, 
and the enormous expense of waging 
war on sucli a gigantic scale hurried 
tile nuliuiiH uf Europe toward econ- 
omic and financial ruin. Poisonous 
gases, air-planes, submurlnes, tanks, 

iutlammabie bullets, and iiqultl Art 


were Invented and placed in action, 
and a new type of warfare hitherto 
undreamed of in its dreadfulness had 
apparently arrived to take the place 
of the hoped-for dawn of universal 
peace. 

The conclusion of the war experts 
that the next great conflict is likely 
to mean the entire collapse of civi- 
lization appeals to tho sanac and 
thoughtful student of our times ns the 
only logical outcome of inventive gen- 
ius when applied to scientific de- 
struction. 

II. In the light of the history of 
the war spirit of the past, and the 
story of the growth of the peace 
movement, and of the devastation re- 
sulting from the recent struggle of 
Democracy with Imperialism, It can 
be readily understood that no crusade 
against war can hope to be successful 
which does not thoroughly consider 
the CAUSES underlying the war 
plague, which ns a seemingly ines- 
capable heritage, has been handed 
down from one generation to another. 

Fundamental among these causes, 
is the ECONOMIC reason or excuse 
for war. The simplest form of this 
economic stress is the pressure of an 
increasing population with an inade- 
quate source of food and other mater- 
ial supplies. There is a limit beyond 
which land cannot support its inhab- 
itants. This condition creates a neces- 
sity for more territory which is like- 
ly to lead to the spirit of conquest, 
to the growth of militarism, and to 
the practice of secret diplomacy or in- 
trigue with other powerful nations, 
which have their own ends to serve 
in connection with unguarded or less 
powerful nations. The tariff question 
constitutes another important phase 
of the economic situation, which of- 
ten makes for alienation, antagonism, 
and war. When a nation is dependent 
upon outside supplies for life and 
comfort, the difference between a pay- 
able and a prohibitive tax upon Im- 
ports becomes the assurance of con- 
tentment and peace, or the occasion 
of restlessness and rebellion. 

Other important causes can only be 
named, such as racial pride, religious 
prejudice, extreme nationalism, and 
the fighting spirit inherent in man, 
the savage instincts just beneath the 
skin of even the twentieth century 
individual. Germany’s ambition to 
force her “Kultur” on the world was 
the outcome of several of these 
characteristics. 

III. In trying to advocate some es- 
sential means of eradicating the un- 
dent and deeply-seated causes which 
have made and still make for war, no 
panacea or novel cure will be pre- 
sented, but only some oldtime reme- 
dies, which, in the opinion of the 
writer, have not yet been fully tried. 
In the first place, let us make a larger 
use of EDUCATION. Senator Borah 
has said recently, “We shall expend 
this year for war purposes $2,650,000,- 
000; to study the causes of and the 
remedy for war, NOT ONE CENT.” 
Harold W. Peat, (“Private Peat”) a 
famous World War veteran, recently 
pointed out the great weakness in the 
teaching of history in our schools. 
“When I was in school,” he said, 
“when I read of a war or of a soldier, 

I always thought of glory, romance, 
and heroism. I never once, in any 
grade, read the story of war as war 
is. I never read a chapter or a line 
that would have caused me as a child 
to hate war. My teachers did not 
teach me to hate war; they taught me 
to glorify war.” I^t us teach the 
rank and file, not to glorify, but to 
HATE war. 

Secondly, the International Court 
idea, initiated at the Hague Con- 
ference, should have the complete co- 
operation of all nations. If petty 
politics were laid aside, such an or- 
ganization, with sufficient power to 
enforce its rulings, could as easily 
keep peace with justice between the 
nations as our government does be- 
tween the states. Doubtless, one of 
the first steps to be taken by such a 
World Court would be to extend the 
plan of armament limitation, which 
was begun at Washington not long 
ago. 

Thirdly, a moral substitute for the 
war spirit should be provided by em- 
phasizing the glory of peace and the 
possibilities of normal citizenship, as 
developed by the building up of trade 
and commerce, and countless other 
lines of constructive activity. 

Fourthly, and lastly, the application 
of the spiritual motivee of Christian- 
ity, in the practical use of the “Gold- 
en Rule,” would remove most causes 
of conflict between individuals and 
nations. We must have peace in our 
own hearts, and must practice jus- 
tice in our daily lives, if we would 
commend and transmit to others the 
principles of world-wide peace. 

In CONCliUSION, as our subject 
indicates, we shall need to mobilize 
all the forces of Peace, if we are to 
conquer tho ancient and powerful foe 
of War. However, the campaign is 
not hopeless, for the desire and des- 
tiny of civilization are involved in the 
conflict, and there is increasing evi- 
dence that mankind will pay the price 
of victory.

CHA^irBETl OF COMTWETICE NEWS 


The membership total of the New- 
ton Chamber of Commerce now ex- 
ceeds 1600, that mark having been 
reached and passed during the past 
week, the Chamber records showing a 
total of 1603 on Saturday, June 16. 
This number has been slightly In- 
creased during the first part of the 
present week and the membership 
committee is perfecting plans for the 
coming six months which are expected 
to achieve the desired objective of 
more than two thousand members be- 
fore the end of the year. The busi- 
ness membership is increasing nearly 
as rapidly at the present time as the 
civic membership and the business di- 
visions of the Chamber already sub- 
stantially exceed in numbers tho mem- 
bership of the former Newton Board 
of Trade. Newton now leads the vil- 
lages with a total membership of 248, 
while Newton Centre is next in line 
with 241. Other villages having more 
than 200 members are NewtonviUe 
with 231 and Waban with 214. Of the 
remaining villages having the large 
lists of members are West Newton 
with 192, Newton Highlands with 116, 
Auburndale with 106, and Chestnut 
Hill with 103. 

That the story in last week’s issue 
of the Newton papers regarding the 
summer rental of Newton Homes 
promises to give impetus to any move- 
ment designed to increase Newton’s 
summer population has been indicated 
by the unexpected response from vari- 
ous citizens who have called up the 
chamber office to announce that they 
had desirable furnished homes for 
rental at reasonable terms during the 
summer months. Practically all of 
these emphasized the fact that it was 
not their desire to derive revenue or 
make an advantageous business ar- 
rangement as much as to have their 
homes occupied during the season of 
the year when boys are inclined to 
raid gardens and fruit trees, and to 
insure proper care of lawns and gar- 
dens during their absence at vaca- 
tion resorts. 

Many more of the merchants of the 
various sections of Newton have lined 
up during the past week in support 
of the weekly half-holiday plan of the 
Mercantile Division of the Chamber, 
through which it is hoped that nearly 
all of the retail stores of the city will 
close every Wednesday at 12 o’clock, 
during July and August. While the 
closing cards issued by the Chamber 
are being distributed as rapidly as 
possible, some sections of the city 
have not yet been reached and fre- 
quent requests are made at the Cham- 
ber office for cards by merchants who 
have decided upon their own initia- 
tive that they desire to co-operate in 
making the summer closing day uni- 
form and effective, throughout the 
city. There are plenty of these cards 
available and those desiring them in 
advance of the distribution schedule 
may secure them by calling at the 
Chamber office. 

Residents of Windsor road, at Wa- 
ban, have been disturbed by the large 
number of autoists who, being un- 
familiar with that section, have as- 
sumed that this street was a short cut 
from Beacon street to Commonwealth 
avenue. Upon finding their mistake 
when reaching the end of Windsor 
road it has been necessary to turn 
and retrace their way, said turning 
proving disastrous to lawns and gar- 
dens, and to the nerves of the neigh- 
borhood, especially when late at night. 
On one occasion last week, a motorist 
who discovered his mistake too late, 
was seriously injured. Some of the 
aunoyed residents who are members 
of the Chamber asked for the assist- 
ance of that organization, Street Com- 
missioner George E. Stuart agreeing 
readily to install a sign at the junc- 
tion of Windsor and Moffat roads 
which is expected to divert transient 
traffic over the latter thoroughfare to 
Commonwealth avenue, via Chestnut 
street, as well as greatly diminishing 
the annoyance of irritated, and often 
profane, motorists seeking to extri- 
cate themselves from the end of one 
of Newton’s longest “dead-end” 
streets.

HAS MANY FIXE QUALITIES 

Arabian Horse Needs Little Food or 

Care and Can Travel Amazing Dis- 
tances Without Tiring. 

It Is a popular no* ion tiint the Arnhl- 
on horse is a peculiarly delicate an- 
imal, iiio.st sensitive to adverse Inllu- 
ences. Such, however, is not the case. 
The wants of an Arab horse are few, 
and it is contended that he will main- 
tain Ills health anil spirits under con- 
ditions that no other species of horse 
could endure. Indeed, it has been 
pointed out, not only can the Arab 
steed undergo harships at a pinch, hut 
that he actually deteriorates if too 
carefully tended. This has been proved 
by the experiences of European pur- 
chasers, who have refused to believe 
that the usual three feeds of grain a 
day were too much, or that the morn- 
ing hour of walking exercise was too 
little. 

As a matter of fact, an Arab horse 
is naturally so high spirited and so 
dinicult to tire that even a single feed 
of corn is exce.sslve until he is being 
subjected to hard work. Ho will an- 
swer every reiiuirement us a hunter If 
his food be restricted to hay, or even 
to grass. In the summer he thrives 
best when he has the run of a paddock 
and can regulate his own food and ex- 
ercise. 

These oJ)servatI(>ns apply also to the 
ordinary Arab hor.se in everyday life. 
What a picked animal can do when 
put upon his mettle la almost beyond 
belief. A British oflicer in the Sudan 
found tliat after a ride of 800 miles 
his Arab horse showed no signs of 
overwork, although he had cast all his 
shoes before a quarter of the Journey 
had been accomplished. 


NORTH COUNTRY HER CHOICE

In the West Indle.s the women curry 
enormous loads of bananas, oranges, 
yams and brown sugar, climbing moun- 
tain roads at a steady gait of four 
miles an hour. These women count 
a 40-mile walk a mere constitutional. 
They seem to love their tramp, and 
go.ssip along the road with as much 
enjoyment as many another woman 
finds in her Saturday night market 
chat. 

South American coffee and cotton 
planters say the women and children 
work better than men, though their 
labor is rewarded with a lower wage. 
Women barter in fruit, vegetables and 
dress goods us “desk traders” on the 
steumsldps which ply between West 
Indian Islands. In Grenada they act 
as blacksmiths, shepherds, carpenters 
and curriers.

SEIZED SWIMMER AS PREY 


English Boy Compelled to Fight Off 
Voracious Pike That Evidently 
Was Hungry. 

The pike In goucM'iilly considered the 
hungrle.st of fish. Fish, flesh and fowl 
seem alike acceptable to Its palate, 
and It docs not disdain mineral prod- 
ucts; rings, spoons and other similar 
articles have h'eou frequently taken 
from Its maw. Four English boys 
went to bathe In Inglcmcre pond, near 
A.scot, In England. One of them, who 
shall bo culled Tfuumy, walkcMl into 
the water about the depth of four 
feet, when he spread out his hands 
and tried to swim. At that Instant u 
large fish came up and took the whole 
hand Into Its mouth, hut finding Itself 
unable to swallow It relinquished Its 
hold, and the hoy, turning round, pre- 
pared for a hasty retreat. His com- 
panions saw the fi.sh, scrambled out 
of the pond ns fast as possible. Tommy 
had scarcely turned around before 
the fish came up behind and, seizing 
the other hand cro.s.swise, inflicted 
some very deep wounds on the back 
of It. The lad raised his free hand, 
which was still bleeding, and struck the 
great fish a hard blow on the head, 
when It disappeared. The other boys 
took him to a surgeon, who dressed 
seven wounds In one hand, and so 
great was the pain the next day that 
the lad fainted twice. The little finger 
was bitten through the nail and It w'as 
more than six weeks before It was 
w’ell. 


INSISTED GIFTS BE BROUGHT 


Powhattan Conceived It to Be Beneath 
His Dignity to Go to Receive 
Them. 

The Indian name of the sagamore 
or ruler who figured In the disputed 
story about John Smith being saved 
from death by Pocahontas, one of 
Powhattan’s daughters, was “Wah-un- 
so-na-cook.” In 1008 Captain Newport 
came to Virginia with a gilded crown 
and orders from the king of England 
that Powhattan be crowned and de- 
clared “Emperor of the Indies.” Cap- 
tain Smith was then president of the 
Virginia colony, and as special embas- 
sador of the BrlU.*^ sovereign sum- 
moned Powhattan to Jamestown to 
undergo the ceremony of coronation. 
According to the story, Powhattan 
with dignity refused, saying “I also 
am a king; and if the king of Eng- 
land has sent me gifts they should be 
brought to me. J. shall not go to re- 
ceive them,” 

Newport, it is said, carried the 
crown and gifts to Powhattan, but no 
persuasion could induce the Indian 
monarch to kneel to receive the crown. 
Only by two Englishmen bearing down 
heavily on his shoulders could he be 
brought to soiiiethlng like a kneeling 
position to receive the crown. The 
act finished, a pistol was fired, and 
was followed by a salute from the 
boats In York river. Powhattan ruled 
over 30 Indinu tribe.s, numbering about 
8 , 000 . 


Transparent Creatures. 

Among the curiosities of the animal 
kingdom are transi)arent animals. Re- 
cent studies of two larval eels which 
belong to one of the government bu- 
reaus at Washington seem to show 
that among the possll)le advantages of 
being transparent Is listed economy 
In personal decoration. 

In ordinary opaque animals the 
color markings are symmetrical on 
both sides of the body, but this Is 
not the case with the transparent 
eels. When looked at from one side 
these eels appear to have seven large 
black spots arranged at nearly regular 
Intervals along the length of Its 
body ; closer exaudnation shows that 
In each case three spots are on the 
left side and four on the right side. 
They are Irregularly spaced, hut In 
such a manner that on looking through 
the body all seven appear In a sym- 
metrical row. — New York Herald.

Anien ruled ns Pharaoh In the land of 
the Nile, a certain Ptah Hotep served 
his king. ItoRo, In the capacity of vizier. 
Very little is known nliont this ancient 
statesinan-pliilosoplier beyond the fact 
that, like all fond parents since tlie 
world began, he exercised Ills paternal 
prerogative by giving nnsonglit advice 
to his son. 

Dr. James Wnlsli of Fordham uni- 
versity has called attention to the 
vizier’s letters to his hoy, written ap- 
parently about 5, .’UK) years ago, and 
preserved In what Is claimed by some 
to he the oldest hook In the world. 
The burden of one epistle seems to 
have been not unlike the oft-quoted 
advice of Shakespeare’s Polonlns of a 
much later day — “Beware of entrance 
to a quarrel.” Other words of Hotep 
were: “Don’t argue with your superi- 
ors; It does not do any good. Don’t 
argue with your o(|uals; make a plain 
statement and let It go at that. Don’t 
argue with your Inferiors; let them 
talk and they will make fools of them- 
selves.”

WAR IN IRREGULAR MANNER 

Guerrillas Have Never Been Recog- 
nized as Part of the Armed 
Forces In a Controversy. 

The term guerrilla Is applied to 
armed hands who, on the occasion of 
foreign invasion or civil war, carry on 
an irregular warfare on their own 
account. This class of tigliters belongs 
particularly to Spain, where from 1808 
to 1814 they were systematically or- 
ganized against the French, whose 
operations they very seriously em- 
barrassed. The country Itself also 
snfTered from them. Many of them, 
particularly Mina’s hand, Joined Well- 
ington, and, after having undergone a 
eonr.se of discipline, rendered signal 
service as regular troops. On the 
conclusion of jieaee large numbers 
were organized into robber liaiuls. In 
most of the civil wars of Spain since 
1820, guerrilla warfare, especially in 
tlie Basque provinces, played a promi- 
nent part. In the Civil war of the 
United States, liands of guerrillas com- 
mitted depredations on both Federals 
and Confederates. 


Remarkable Oak Grove. 

A member of the forestry .service 
states tliat near Cliampaign, III., 
tliere exists an isolated oak grove, 
alioiit three miles long hy one mile 
broad, and tliat this is indeed a pe- 
culiar plienonienon. It is known ns 
Burr Oak grove and is .surrounded on 
all sides hy open prairie, being situ- 
ated at a consldernlile distance from 
the nearest stream, wlierens all the 
other forest tracks in central Illinois 
lie along tlie larger water courses. 
It is believed from tlie character of 
the trees in the grove tliat it “mi- 
grated” into its position, from the 
northeast. It lies on a large glacial 
moraine, formerly, it is lielieved, cov- 
ered with similar trees, ami has lieen 
protected from forest llres, wlilch 
have destroyed tlie remainder of the 
wooded area, liy tlie water standing 
In the low grounds scattered tlirongli- 
out tlie grove. — Washington Star.

Robert Adair for the Brackett estate 
called attention to the methods by 
which land had been taken and dam- 
ages awarded for the recent widening 
of Centre place and the drive to the 
railroad station at Newton. 

Alderman Ross called attention to 
the favorable report on petition of 
Annette V. Bryson for a garage on 
Madison avenue, and said that to 
grant this petitio nwould lead to liti- 
gation between Miss Bryson and her 
neighbor who opposes this permit. He 
failed to impress the board, however, 
and the permit was granted, together 
with that of J, J. Fitzpatrick for a gar- 
age on Williston road. 

Alderman Ross called attention to 
the fact that the statute providing for 
a public hearing on the present peti- 
tion of J. V. Monaghan's Sons for a 
gasolene station on Auburn and Wash- 
ington street's, had not been complied 
with and the hearing was ordered 
thereon, after Alderman Weeks had 
stated that this matter had been be- 
fore the board for two years and 
should have immediate action. 

Leave to withdraw was granted on 
petitions of V. D’Angelo for a garage 
permit. C. S. Hammond for a garage 
permit; Colonial Filling Stations. Inc., 
for a gasolene permit on Fuller street; 
S. Pitterino for a victualler license; 


and for nuKlification of Zoning lines 
on Norwood avenue. 

A hearing was assigned for July 2d. 
on the removal of Harold C. Hoyt for 
conduct unhecoming a police officer. 

The Finance committee reported 
next city government on the item of 
$3046 for Improvement of Centre 
Green. Alderman N. F. Pratt protested 
against this action saying that the 
city was committed to this work and 
there had been a delay of a year al- 
ready. Alderman White said the com- 
mittee was not prejudiced against the 
matter but in view of the flaucial 
situation the city treasury must be 
protected. Alderman G. W. Pratt said 
that it was the duty of the board to 
refrain from all but the moat neces- 
sary appropriations until after the tax 
rate had been declared. 

There was a little scrap between 
Aldermen White and Young over the 
matter of curbing on Cummings road. 
Alderman Young sought to expedite 
the order by asking that the rules re- 
quiring the Finance committee to act 
be suspended. Alderman White re- 
.sented this action as a reflection on 
the Finance committee and the board 
refused to suspend the rule. 

Kenmore street. Garden road and 
Manemet road, were ordered laid out 
as public streets, sewers were ordered 
in Decatur street, Lothrop street. 
Monadnock road, and Evergreen ave- 
nue, water mains authorized in cer- 
tain streets, land damages awarded on 
account of the Walker street building 
line, and on account of the Davis 
schoolhouse, workmens compensation 
nted Patrick J. McHugh and Wil- 
liam Fessenden, $13,000 voted for col- 
lection of garbage. $20,000 voted for 
Street Improvement bonds. Soldiers 
relief granted Emma L. MoGlton, 
$23,000 voted for work on the New- 
tonville drain, sidewalks ordered laid 
on Llnwood avenue. $21,355 voted for 
electric lighting in the Classical High 
and $7862 for electric lighting in the 
Mason school. 

Hearings were ordered on laying 
out of roads in the Wauwinet Farm 
district, for sewer in Oakland avenue 
and Evergreen avenue and on chang- 
ing zoneing districts on Common- 
wealth avenue. Central street, Rowe 
street, and Washington street. 

An invitation was received from the 
City Hall employees to attend the an- 
nual outing on June 29th. 

The board adjourned at 12.45 A. M.

LINK WITH HISTORIC PAST 


“Spear Thrower," Relic of Early 
America, Indicates Common Cul- 
ture In the Country. 

A ".sponr tbniwor" or "(browing 
stick, " fotind ntnoiig the ImplcnuMits 
»)f the prehistoric people of America 
In caves in the Ozark tnountalns In 
Mlsstmrl and Arkansas, may be an 
important aid In lifting the niystory 
which en.sbrouds the ancient cultures 
of the American continents. The 
throwing sllek Is the only article .so 
far nneartlied which furnishes any 
connection between tbe.se pc'ople and 
others which have existed on this con- 
tinent. The weapon is extremely 
simple, consisting of a round or flat 
stick one to two inehes In diameter 
and about 18 Inebes long, notched at 
one end and pprf(»rated at the other, 
with sometimes one, .soinetlnies two 
boles. Into these boles the prehistoric 
man tbru.st hls fingers, affixed bis 
sbort-.sbafted stone-headed dart to the 
notched end, raised the stick over hls 
shoulder, and by moans of a quick. 
Jerking movement of the arm hurled 
the dart at enemy or game. 

Clo.se adaptations of the weapon are 
fotmd among the nilns of prehistoric 
American civilization extending from 
Peru far north beyond the Arctic circle. 
The wetipon seems to have been uni- 
versal to all climes of the western 
hemisphere and to all periods, even 
down to the present day, when It is 
still In use among the Eskimos of the 
Arctic, and the Tarascan Indians In 
the Putzeuaro lake region of Mexico. 
It furnishes a possible missing link 
betw’een the prehistoric civilization of 
the western half of the continent and 
those of the extreme East. 


LAW NOT STEVENSON’S FORTE 


Popular Writer Was an Advocate by 
Profession, but Early Abandoned 
the Occupation. 

Robert Louis Stevenson, the famous 
Scottish novelist and essayist, was an 
advocate by profe.ssion — member of the 
Scottl.sh bar — but be never practiced. 
He bated the law — or at least the 
practice of it — and abandoned it for 
literature ns (pilckly as he could. At 
the bar In Edinburgh, Lord Shaw of 
Dunfermline (then Mr. Thomas Shaw, 
advocate) had an intere.stlng view of 
Steven.soii as an advocate. He writes: 
"I remember seeing him, with Ids 
very white wig and Ids glossy dark 
hair. Ids complexion of an ivory pallor, 
and Ids gleaming dark eyes. A few 
days after .Stevenson went to the bur 
be had got a gtdnea, sent to 1dm with 
‘Instructions.’ Ills .sole duty was to 
a.sk the judge for Intimation and .serv- 
ice of a petition of the party against 
whom it was directed. All be bad to 
do was to stand up at the bar and 
utter three words lntern)gatlvely : ‘In- 
timation and .sj.TvIce?’ But he was a 
mass of nerves, and these three words 
be c«>uld not utter, and be besought 
Ids friend to go into court and make 
the little motion for 1dm. I never 
heard of Ids earning another guinea 
as an advoeate.” 


Mirage In History. 

A mirage is an optical illusion, by 
which Images of distant objects are 
seen often as If inverted, below the 
grouiul or raised in the atmo.sphere. It 
Is frtsiuently observed on the western 
plaius of Uanada and the United 
Stute.s. “Q'he phenomenon Is best ob- 
served In the Egyptian or other de.s- 
erts, and the inverted Images .so much 
resemble these made in water as to 
create the Illusion that a lake is really 
near. The mirage was known In an- 
cient Jewish tlme.s. It Is mentb»ne(l 
in Isaiah 35:7: “.\iul the parched 
ground shall become a pool and the 
thirsty land .springs of water.’’ The 
Fata .Morgana, what .sailors call the 
“loomings," the Flying Dutchman, the 
Enchanted Island, Cape Flyaway, etc., 
are all produced by the mirage.

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**N0 ESCAPE FOR THE SEAL 

One# Hooked by Eskimo Hunter, There 
le No Way by Which He 
Can Get Away. 

An KHkImo, wIkmi onre he hn.s f?nne 
to tlie tn>iil)Ie of Hpllolii^ a flne .‘•pear 
handle, (hx'.q not wIhIi to break It, ho 
the point Is put on with a tangle or 
.Joint. 

When a seal or walrus Is harpooned 
the sudden struggle of the animal does 
not break the spear, hut merely un- 
Jolnts the point, and the more the ani- 
mal struggles the more the point turns 
crosswise In the wound and the tlrmer 
the harhs take hohl. 

Hut the animal cannot escape, for 
^ with thongs of skin the point Is con- 
nected with the spear shaft. The anl- 
. mal merely swims away or dives deep 
Into the .sea, carrying with him the 
spear. The long leather thong which 
Is attached to It uncoils from the deck 
of the kyack and pays out. It carries 
with It a drag like a kite, which re- 
tards the animal and exhausts him, 
hut does not pull hard enough to break 
• the line. Kven this draw Is made of 
skin stretched over a spliced frame- 
'work. 

When the line Is all played out it Is 
seen to be attached to a float, which Is 
also carried on the deck of the boat. 
This Is made of an inflajed skin. It 
has plugs and attachments of cleverly 
carved Ivory, for wood Is far too pre- 
, clous to be u.sed In this land of Ivory 
so far from the foreat.s. 

The float serves as a buoy so that 
the Eskimo can follow the animal and 
find It after It gives up Its struggle 
and dies. Then, too, the float keeps 
the catch from sinking and being lost 
In the ocean’s depths. 


• MUST BE FREAK OR FOSSIL 


Discovery in the Nevada Mountains 
Has Split the World's Scien- 
I tists Into Two Camps. 

A stone form exactly resembling the 
leather sole of a shoe, was found In 
the Nevada mountains. Oeologlsts, 
paleontologists and other scientific men 
were astounded with the specimen’s 
similarity to a shoe, but none would 
accept It as anything but a freak of 
nature. 'This strange fossil or freak, 
was found Imbedded In a mass of Trl- 
tysslc rock, which Is considered by sci- 
entists to be from 100,0(X).000 to 300,- 
000.000 years old. Ry those w’ho con- 
sider It a freak rather than a fo.ssll 
It has been pronounced one of the 
mo.st remarkable natural Imitations of 
an artificial object ever discovered by 
man. 

Microphotographs of the fossil reveal 
very clearly the holes punched In the 
sole for stitching, and even the twist 
of the thread u.sed In the welt Is plainly 
shown. Its warp Is brought out In un- 
mistakable prominence. In every re- 
spect it duplicates the exact process 
which takes place In a wornout shoe. 
.These facts would .seem to prove be- 
yond a reasonable doubt that It Is the 
fossil of a real shoe, and that It was 
done by the hand of man. The up- 
.shot of the matter leads to one of 
the.se two scientific facts: Either man 
has lived on the earth three or ffuir 
Nines ns long as has hitherto been sup- 
posed, or geologists are badly mistaken 
In the age of the Trlnsslc rocks In 
Nevada. 


Recent Australian Discoveries. 

Recent explorations in the very cen- 
ter of Australia have resulted in the 
discovery of a hitherto unknown fresh 
xyater lake. During the rainy season 
It has a circumference of 20 miles. 
The surface was described ns “a mov- 
ing mass of ducks.” At Alice springs 
In the MacDonnell range, where set- 
^tlements have already been made many 
miles beyond the terminus of the rail- 
way, the climate in July and early 
August Is described as Ideal. There 
are frosts at night and sometimes ice 
In the morning. Fruits and vegetables 
are excellent and surprisingly prolific. 
"‘The white children of the pioneers In 
this remote district look like English 
children, and the adults are pictures 
of health” — at least In the eyes of 
Australia’s enthusiastic explorers. — 
Living Age. 


Fine Silks and Linens. 

• The mother country of linen Is 
•Egypt, and linen tapestries were em- 
broidered In that land -1,000 years ago. 
Because It can be bleached to snowy 
whiteness It was known as the sym- 
bol of purity. It was used for sacred 
vestments and was sometimes so flne 
and delicate that It was worth twice 
Its weight In gold. 

Certain authorities state that the 
reference made to silk In the Bible Is 
a mistake of the translators, since It 
does not occur In the original. The 
cultivation of the silkworm in Europe 
was known .’’iHO R. C., but the Chlne.se 
knew about it centuries before that 
date, for the making of It was begun 
tiy Sl-llng, wife of an emperor 2001) 
B. C. 


‘ Rhubarb Valued as Tonic. 

Rhubarb, which seems to have no 
romance, has a history. It was brought 
Int»> England In lfi 73 from the V(dga, 
but for two centuries It remained a 
gardener’s curiosity, so that its use 
{/s an article of food is of compara- 
tively recent origin. In ISIO, when 
a Deptford market gardener sent a 
^ew stalks to London he was unable 
to find customers for It. However, 
the use and cultivation of the plant 
made raidd progress from that time 
forward. It was brought to this ctmn- 
try from England. Rhubarb is valii- 
fib^' not only ft>r Its miiuMal content 
and Its acid, but for Us flavor, and 
is therefore much In favor as a tine 
Sluing tonic.

Writers of Note Have Not Been Ac- 
corded Proper Recognition by Ac- 
knowledged English Authority. 

When John .Moricy Htnrfcd the “Eng- 
lish .Men of Letters” series In 187H he 
dill not include an American author 
excepting Hawthorne; not even Emer- 
son, for whom he was Inter to ex- 
press his high regard. And It Is char- 
acteristic of the difference between 
the American point of view and the 
British that all the volumes of tlie 
“English Men of I.otters” serb's were 
Issued In the United States, while only 
two or three of the corresijondlng 
“American .Meti of Letters” series were 
Issued in Great Britain. 

We are interested In their uiitbors 
and they are not interested In onrs, or 
at least such Interest as they may 
Iiave in ours is sporadic and Intermit- 
tent, accidental and uncertain. I know 
only one British hl.'^tory of the litera- 
ture of the English language which 
pays any attention to the American 
contributors to that literature. This 
sole exception Is the brilliant book by 
Andrew Lang; and I have ren.son to 
believe that he gave adequate consid- 
eration to Irving and Cooper, Emerson 
and Hawthorne, Longfellow and Low- 
ell, Holmes and Poe, only because I 
urged him to do so. — From “Some 
Trans-Atlantic Perspectives,” Brunder 
Matthews. 


EMBODY TRUTH IN SPEECH 


Spaniards Have Aphorisms Which Are 
In Many Respects the Supreme 
Words of Wisdom. 

The traveler In Spain frequently 
comes across some very quaint but 
wise expres.slons and saying.s. for many 
of which we have no e^iuivalent In our 
own language. 

For Instance, there Is the popular 
domestic saying In Spain that "a 
smoky hofese, a leaky roof and a 
scolding wife drive a man from home.” 

A Spaniard often sums up another’s 
character with the remark that “he is 
like a collier’s sack, l)ad outside, worse 
Inside.” They are particularly fond 
of sayings relating to love and money 
matters, as the following expressions 
show: “Love, grief and money cannot 
be concealed,” and “he who tries to 
get rich In a year will hang in six 
months.” This latter proverb Is evi- 
dently meant as a kindly warning to 
business men. 

Not being particularly silent them- 
selves. the Spaniards like using the 
pxpre.xslon, “beware of silent men and 
dogs that don’t bark,” Yet they have 
another expression which seems direct- 
ly to contradict this, for It says, “speak 
little and well and you will be consid- 
ered as some one.” 

Finally one might quote the old 
Spanish recipe for true happiness: 
“Enjoy your little, while the fool seeks 
more,” 


Little Known Game Bird. 

The francolln Is a game bird re- 
lated to the partridge. There are 40 
or more species, most of which are 
found in Africa. The coloration of 
all species Is rich and varied, and the 
plumage of both sexes Is practically 
alike. Francollns travel in family par- 
tle.s, rather than in convoys, and fly 
swiftly ami heavily. They feed In 
the morning and at evening, at which 
time they utter loud and shrill cries, 
'riielr food consists of insects, berries, 
seeds and bulbs. Their nests are well 
concealed and resemble those of part- 
ridges. 

.'>ix to fourteen eggs are laid in the 
fail and spring. The eggs are brown 
and buff in color, with small, dark 
spots. The francolln once abounded 
in southern Europe, but Is now ex- 
tinct there.

"Isn’t it a real pleasure, doesn-t it 
do you a world of good," the auto 
association asks, "to meet up with 
some real good-humored folk while out 
on the road?" 

'And, by the same token, have you 
noticed how scarce these good folk 
are?" the statement continues. "This 
is utterly wrong in spirit, as all of 
us must admit when pinned right 
down to brass tacks. Motoring should 
he a delightful adventure instead of a 
mad. jostling, hogging and growling 
dash to get from here to yonder and 
always trying to heat the other fellow 
to it. 

"The hydrophobia days are getting 
nearer and the motorist who is con- 
tinually wearing a grouch and snarl- 
ing because the other fellow doesn’t 
do just the right thing always foaming 
at the mouth If he can’t have undis- 
puted right of way, going into hy- 
sterics and lurid profanity if he is 
delayed a single second — this driver 
is utterly and absolutely wrong and 
has one of the worst habits of motor- 
ists — and the quickest habit to acquire.

Year by year the "Fourth’’ grow’s 
saner and safer. The trend ic nnmis- 
takalde, such increase as was noted in 
destruction from Fireworks, Fire- 
crackers, etc,, in 1921, being attribu- 
table to the accident of one or two 
large tires rather than to a general 
"falling from grace" on the part of the 
piitiUc. Community celebrations, pre- 
arranged and orderly and properly 
superintended, have displaced to a 
large extent the promiscuous noise- 
making which, in an earlier day, so 
often degenerated into mere rowdy- 
ism: and no rational person laments 
the change or sighs for a return to 
the inane "shootin’ off" type of obser- 
vance. 

Nevertheless, all is not safe yet; 
even in those cities which have wisely 
banned the old-fashioned fire-works, 
two insidious sources of danger to 
life and property remain. One of these 
is the so-called electric sparkler, 
which lias achieved an nnwholosomo 
popularity. It is especially hazard- 
ous for the very reason that it is 
deemed harmless by the unthinking 
;ind therefore is permitted to children 
whose elders would deny them the 
more openly dangerous cannon, fire- 
cracker and skyrocket. Although its 
dancing sparks themselves may not 
cause ignition, the wMre which holds 
the sputtering material quickly be- 
comes incandescent and in that condi- 
tion will set fire to inflammahle ma- 
terial. Four little girls, participants 
in a Mardl Gras held in Mlnden, Lou- 
isiana, this year, were burned to death 
when their flimsy costumes were ig- 
nited by sparklers. Five others of the 
group survived but were horribly dis- 
figured. 

Tlie other dangerous toy is the pa- 
per balloon which uses lighted, kero- 
sene-soaked waste to heat the air it 
contains and so cause it to rise. Fre- 
quently, these pretty affairs drop, 
blazing, upon ifiammahle roofs and 
other combustible surfaces and thus 
cause damage. • 

Let the "Fourth" be kept safe and 
sane again this year. Tlie character 
of the celebration should he in keep- 
ing with the sublime event that it 
commemorates. That does not imply 
a heavy, joy-killing solemnity, w’hich 
is no more to be desired than a w’it- 
less and purposeless license. There 
is a happy mean which all sensible 
folk will choose who realize that the 
tradition of American independence is 
not so obscure as to need the illumi- 
nation afforded by burning homes, nor 
so in danger of extinction as to re- 
quire the sacrifice of little children to 
keep it alive.

TEACHING PARROTS TO “TALK” 

Skill and Patience Required to Turn 
Out Birdi That Can Be Sold 
to Advantage. 

There are quite a number of people 
who make a living by teaching par- 
rots to talk. It is a task that requires 
patience and skill. 

Each bird is put in n cage by him- 
self and oovereil wttli a bag. which 
prevents the parrot from seeing out 
and at the same time admits sullicient 
light. Tlieu th»‘ ‘‘schoolmaster” stands 
In front of the cages, and says what 
ho wants the birds to learn. The words 
arc repeated once a minute. 

Sometimes this repetition goes on 
for several hours liefore the pupil 
begins to do unytldiig else but screum, 
but at last lie bi*gius to murmur the 
words. 

As "soon as one bird can say the 
words without a mistake the master’s 
work is done, for the impll will soon 
teach the W(»rds lo all the (dlier occii- 
paiita of tile room, 'riiey are left in 
the covered cages for a day, and at the 
end of tliat time every parrot will 
know the words thoroughly. 

Then the creatures have to be taught 
when to suy the words. Let us sup- 
p(*se that tlie U*ss(»n was “Come and 
kiss me.” 'Phe laiirs are lifted olT the 
cages Ay a uumlicr of pretty girls. 
Tliey are the first peitple the parrots 
see, and conseiiucntly each bird con- 
nects the words with a pretty girl, and 
ever afterward uses the .sentence in 
this connection.

Porter Felt. .\ew York state entomolo- 
gist, wlio calls attention to the an- 
tennae or “feelers,” of some insects 
and radio receiving sets. The loop 
aiitcnmie, such as are u.sed In indoor 
receiving .sets, flml almost exact coun- 
terpart in tlie construction of tlie an- 
tennae of tlie little insect.s, and Doctor 
Felt suggests that they were designeil 
to cntcli faint vibrations of the air. 

These receiving sets from Nature’s 
own lalioratory are carried wliolly by 
the male insects, Doctor Felt state.s, 
and their probable ptirpose is to en- 
able them to hear the jilalntlve line 
call of tlie female from great dis- 
tances. Willie the male gall midge 
carries tlie most complete model of a 
receiving set that is known in tlie 
lii.sect world, the female makes no 
noise that is audible to lyiiiian ears.
